S an F rancisco, September 3, 1886. 
After a long night of intense energy in 
political manipulation between candidates 
and delegates, the morning dawned bright 
with a San Francisco fog extinguisher 
thrown in. The residents here, who de­ 
sired to put in an excuse for the density of 
the atmosphere, attributed its state to the 
presence of the Democracy and its ex­ 
treme agitated condition. There certainly 
was biood in the face of the moon during 
the long night. The intense opposition of 
Terry to the candidacy of Reddy lias al­ 
ready been mentioned in your Convention 
dispatches. This, after the noisy reception 
given to Reddy by the outside crowd, which 
occupied the galleries and lobbies during 
ohe afternoon session yesterday, and which 
tt was entirely evident had been massed to 
iboom the Mono candidate, was more than 
Terry could bring his nerves to endure, and 
he literally kicked the traces to pieces. 
His terse criticisms charging Reddy with 
selling his influence as a Senator to procure 
the signature of the Governor to a bill 
which had passed the Legislature, but 
which the Governor had declined to sign, 
because ex post facto in operation, and 
aimed at the Sharon-Hill case, began to 
tell so strongly upon Reddy’s chances that 
it required 
TO BE DOWSED, 
And Reddy and his friends tried to down 
it. They labored all night until 4 o’clock 
this morning, lirst persuading, then threat­ 
ening Terry, and again trying to fix com­ 
binations under which the irate Judge and 
husband of the offended Sarah Althea 
could be comfortably ignored; but it was 
all to no purpose. Terry not only stood 
firm as granite and planted his feet and 
muscles squarely, but said: “ I won’t,” 
and in addition openly proposed to carry 
war and terror info Africa by going upon 
the 
floor 
of the Convention this 
morning and 
charging Reddy with 
the extra Senatorial influence matter. 
This was a scene which not only the 
friends of Reddy did not wish to witness, 
but also which those who desired to see 
the Democratic party remain iu as few 
pieces as possible, joined to avert. 
Any one who would have prophesied 
last night that Reddy’s name would be 
withdrawn this morning, after the sensa­ 
tional boom he enjoyed yesterday from the 
tumultuous lobby and galleries, would have 
been trundled oil' to the insane asylum in­ 
stantly, without examination or “ benefit 
of clergy.” Rat strange things happen in 
these palmy days of Democratic suprem­ 
acy and extra session, and so it was, that 
the only way to prevent a Convention 
scene that would wreck the Democratic 
party of the Golden State into a far more 
dilapidated condition than if caught in an 
Eastern earthquake, Mr Reddy closed the 
doors of his 
gubernatorial headquarters 
And ieft the race to others. This was the 
crowning Convention event of the night 
and early morning, and the question of the 
distribution of the delegates who had stood 
by the one-armed candidate, and the prob­ 
able result of these votes being newly 
placed was a matter of prime interest up to 
the hour of the meeting of the Convention. 
To add to the interest felt in the solution 
of the new problem, Bryant decided, at a 
late hour last night—or rather, during the 
small hours of the early morning—to also 
withdraw from further contest for the glit­ 
tering but empty prize of the Democratic 
gubernatorial nomination. This threw the 
92 votes for Reddy and the GG received by 
Bryant upon the sea of political uncer­ 
tainty, with the remaining candidates furi­ 
ously operating their extremely elongated 
persimmon poles to catch them. That was 
the interesting condition of affairs that per­ 
vaded the atmosphere of the Democratic 
camp when the Convention assembled in 
its auspiciousness this morning. 
convention proceedings. 
The Convention was called to order this 
morning at 10:25, in a boiling sea of intense 
excitement. 
Senator Johnson got the floor and an­ 
nounced that he was pained to withdraw 
the name of 1‘atrick Reddy as a candidate 
for the gubernatorial nomination. 
There was dead silence for a moment, 
and as Artemus Ward used to say. you 
could have heard a paper of pins drop. 
Then came shouts for Reddy, but Reddy 
was unready to appear. 
R. B. Mitchell next thrust a knife in by 
withdrawing the name of A. J. Bryant. 
Then the balloting began, and it went 
along nicely until 
THE SACRAMENTO DELEGATION 
Was called, when it went solid for Bartlett, 
and this broke "the loud stillness,” and ap­ 
plause came deep and long. Somehow or 
other Sacramento has had a deal to do 
with this Convention, and caused more 
kicking and jum ping stiff-legged than ever 
before seen in a Democratic bull-pen. All 
through the Convention Sacramento’s del­ 
egations and their contention, and Sacra­ 
mento’s vote, have been matters of pro­ 
found interest ami anxiety. 
When San Francisco was reached in the 
roll-call, the Convention took a long in­ 
spiration and waited with open mouth. 
The lirst fifty went for Bartlett, amidst loud 
cheering. Then one sang out “ Berry !” 
Five otners echoed that word as the call 
proceeded, and all the others went over to 
Bartlett, 101 to C. Then W. D. English 
took his cue and asked the 25 votes of Ala­ 
meda to be changed from Tarpey to Bart­ 
lett, but the Chair forbade it until after the 
roll was cailihI through. The result was :

For a few moments even the hardened 
ears of the reporters suffered from the 
cheering, shouting and yelling, and the 
building fairly rocked with the applause. 
On motion of Campbell of Sonoma the 
nomination of Mr. Bartlett was made unan­ 
imous. The nominee was brought to the 
stand, and when silence was restored said: 
Mr. P. emdmt and Oenitemni of the Cvmcntion: 
M y heart is to i mil to express to you my feel- 
iugs oa thisoccssion. I return to you mv heart- 
leli thanks, and I beg to assure you that" should 
be people of California sanction your selection 


I will do nil In my power io give you au honest 
and correct administration. ¡ Applause. ¡ Of 
course I know full that all I am I owe to the 
Democratic party, aud 1 of course regard it with 
sincere affection: hut at the same time a Gov­ 
ernor of the State of California is a Governor of 
all the people. [Applause.] I will do all in ray 
1 tower to advance each and every interi stof this 
great State. [Applause. I 1 again thank you 
and hope to have the pleasure of seeing you iu 
vour various localities wheu it shall become my 
duty to study the various interests aud resources 
ot the different sections of the State, that I may 
he better qualified to discharge my duties, iu 
tbe event of my election, ¡Applause.] I again 
ihank you irorn the bottom of my heart. [Ap­ 
plause.] 
LIEUTENANT GOVERNOR. 
Nominations for Lieutenant-Governor 
were then aunounced to be in order. M. 
F. Tarpey, of Alameda, C. 1‘. Berry, of 
Sutter, and Senator Johnson, of Sonoma, 
were placed before theConvcntion as ¡candi­ 
dates. Mr. Johnson withdrew his name 
before the balloting began. 
After the 
ballot had been nearly completed, with 
Tarpey in the lead, Mr. Berry appeared and 
withdrew his name. Mr. Tarpey was then 
unanimously selected to be the candidate 
for Lieutenant-Governor. He made a brief 
address, and the Convention then adjourned 
until 2 o’clock. 
Afternoon Session. 
On reassembling, Adam Ilerold, of Santa 
Clara, was placed in nomination for State 
Treasurer. 
Judge Terry named D. J. Oullahan (in­ 
cumbent.) 
Jefferson G. James, who resilles in San 
Francisco but dwells in Fresno, was named. 
The roll-call then proceeded, with this 
result: Herold, 209; Oullahan, 133; James, 
155. No choice. 
Mr. James was then withdrawn, and on 
the second ballot Mr. Herold was unani­ 
mously nominated, Judge Terry, pending 
the ballot, withdrawing the name of Oulla­ 
han.Mr. Ilerold is a good looking man and 
addressed the Convention in a strongly 
mixed German-Euglish dialect, causing 
great laughter in the use of Americanisms. 
SECRETARY OF STATE. 
Mr. Jones, of Butte, then named W. C. 
Hendricks, of Butte, for Secretary of State. 
Seconded by Lindsey of Amador. 
George \V. 1’eckham, of Watsonville, 
was named for the same oftice. 
Bending the roll call the nam e of Beck­ 
ham was withdrawn, and Mr. Hendricks 
was chosen by acclamation. He was called 
to the platform amidst great applause, and 
made a neat speech of thanks. 
CONTROLLER. 
William Broderick, of San Francisco, 
was named for Controller. 
Del Valle of Los Angeles named J. r . 
Dunn, the present incumbent. 
At this point General Carey read a dis­ 
patch announcing that one hundred guns 
were being tired at Sacramento for the 
ticket. [Loud cheering.] 
After a few counties had been called 
Broderick was withdrawn, and Dunn was 
nominated by acclamation and addressed 
the Convention. 
ATTORNEY-GENERAL. 
Judge Curtis eloquently named General 
Carey for Attorney-General. Seconded by 
Mr. Munday, of Sonoma, Mr. Lindsey, of 
Amador, and Senator Cox, of Sacramento. 
J. H. Budd, of Stockton, named James A. 
Johnson, of Sonoma, and Mr. Del Valle 
seconded the nomination. 
Mr. Southley named W. D. Grady, aud 
John Boggs, of Colusa, named Edward 
Swinford, of Colusa. 
Mr. Jones,of Butte,seconded the nom ina­ 
tion of Mr. Swinford, Mr. Campbell that of 
Mr. Johnson, Mr. Rose, of Colusa, that of 
Swinford, and Mr. Nichol3 that of Mr. 
Grady. 
At this point a mass ratification meeting 
at Metropolitan Temple was announced. 
Before the roll was finished there were 
changes to Johnson in plenty, and Mr. 
Grady was withdrawn. 
J. T. Carey, of Sacramento, pending the 
roll-call, asked that Mr. Johnson's nomina­ 
tion be made by acclamation, pledging his 
earnest support, and the motion prevailed; 
and Mr. Johnson, being nominated, was 
called to the stage with three cheers, and 
made an eloquent speech of acceptance. 
The Convention then adjourned until 10 
a . m . Saturday.

Isadore Townsend, of Sacramento, has 
been elected as a Dempcratic State Central 
Committeeman, for the Sacramento Sena­ 
torial District, 
LATEST FROM TIIE FRONT. 
San F ran cisco, September 3d—11:40 
r. m .—There seems tobe a very satisfactory 
feeling among the delegates concerning the 
nominations thus far made. So much so, 
that they could not wait until the full 
ticket was nominated before celebrating, 
and hence adjourned from this afternoon 
till to-morrow, in order to ratify and in­ 
dorse the Convention’s action so far as it 
has gone. The remaining work of the 
Convention is the nomination of Surveyor- 
General. Superintendent of Buhlic Instruc­ 
tion, Clerk of the Supreme Court, and the 
selection of a State Central Committee. 
The candidates for Surveyor-General RTe 
O. F. Miller, of Sacramento; Chalmers 
Scott, of Alameda, and Charles McCray, of 
Santa Cruz. 
There may be other candi­ 
dates, but these are all that is heard from 
to-night. 
For Superintendent of Public Instruc­ 
tion, Welcker does not desire a renomina­ 
tion. The candidates are A. J. Moulder, 
Superintendent of the San Francisco Pub­ 
lic Schools, and who has already filled the 
position of State Superintendent in the far 
distant past. Moulder is making an active 
canvass for the place, but is strongly op­ 
posed by Robert Hastings. Hastings was 
once President of the City Board of Educa­ 
tion. H. C. Kinne, another candidate, is 
pushing hard, and C. M. Ritter, Assistant 
Principal of the Stockton High School, is 
newly in the field, and claims the office 
upon the ground of representation for 
that section upon the State ticket. Moulder 
is believed by Democratic soothsayers to be 
the favorite candidate. 
J. D. Spencer, the present Clerk of the 
Supreme Court, is regarded as almost cer­ 
tain of renomination. Ex-Clerk Barney 
Woolf desires to reoccupy the position, 
but is claimed to possess but little strength. 
These remaining nominations, and the 
election of State Central Committemen. 
will probably occupy hut a short time, and 
then the people will have a full list of the 
nominees, who are not going to be elected 
next November.

San F rancisco, September 3d. — The 
meeting to ratify the nominations made 
to-day by the Democratic State Convention 
took place this evening in the Metropolitan 
Temple. Two thousand persons w ere pres­ 
ent. Mayor Bartlett, the nominee for Gov­ 
ernor. was the first speaker. He pledged 
himself todo all in his power to perpetuate 
tne success of the Democratic party in Cali­ 
fornia. Tarpey, the nominee for Lieuten­ 
ant-Governor. followed in a speech which 
was loudly cheered.

Los A ngeles, September 3d.—Democrats 
of all classes are fully satisfied with the 
entire ticket nominated by the State Con­ 
vention. Bartlrtt's name is held to he par­ 
ticularly strong for the head of tbe ticket. 
Tarpeys nomination is also recognized as 
a most fitting one, giving the labor element 
a prominent place on the ticket. All of 
southern California is much gratified at the 
placing of Judge Byron Waters on the 
ticket, who is considered a very strong can­ 
didate upon his own personal merit. J. D. 
Lynch, for Congress, is greeted upon all 
sides as the best possible man for the po­ 
sition. 
The Repress, a Republican 
paper, warmly concedes 
his fitness 
for the 
position, while announcing 
preference tor the party candidate, on 
political 
grounds. 
Many Republicans, 
prominent in this city and section, say 
they will vote for Lynch. Southern Calt- 
fornia is conceded to him by nearly all, 
even by his political opponents. Los An­ 
geles and other southern counties expect 
further recognition at the hands of the Con­ 
vention, in the way of ¡it least one more 
prominent place on the ticket. Del Valle's 
name would be well received here. The 
Democracy ail over seem to be in high 
feather, and proclaim their ability to elect 
the ticket straight at the November elec­ 
tion. 
Santa B arbara, September 3d.—General 
satisfaction is expressed with Bartlett’s 
nomination. Regrets are expressed that 
Tarpey's attitude regarding irrigation was 
not more fully understood. The ticket, 
though, is satisfactory on the whole. 
Bakersfield, September 3d.—The nomi­ 
nations for Governor and Lieutenant-Gov­ 
ernor are considered by the Democracy 
here very strong ones. The nominations 
for Supreme Judges are also received with 
great favor. The part of the platform re­ 
ferring to irrigation is considered absolutely 
perfect.

S anta P aula (Cal.). September 3d.—Tbe 
Democracy of Santa Baula and vicinity are 
jubilant over the nomination of Bartlett, 
for Governor, and will celebrate it by burn­ 
ing a barrel of Ventura oil. 
S alinas, September 3d.—The news of the 
nomination of Bartlett and Tarpey is 
hailed with delight by the Democrats here. 
They predict an enormous majority for the 
two, whom they consider the strongest 
candidates in the field. 
M odesto, September 3d.—The nom ina­ 
tion of Bartlett was received by the Demo­ 
crats here with the greatest of satisfaction. 
M erced, September 3d.—The Democrats 
here received the news of the nomination 
of Bartlett with surprise. All preferred 
Bat Reddy, but will fall into line and sup­ 
port the nominees. They have little to 
say aoout Tarpey.

G rass V alley, September 3d.—The Dem­ 
ocrats of tb¡3 place are well pleased with 
the nominaiions made at the Convention, 
and feel sanguine, as they consider it a good 
ticker, which is also admitted by the lead­ 
ing Republicans. 
W heatland, September 3d.—The Demo­ 
crats of this vicinity are well pleased over 
the nomination of Bartlett and Tarpey. 
but not with as much enthusiasm as if 
Berry had received the nomination, he be­ 
ing the choice in this district.

SLEEPING IX CHURCH. 
Som e of llie B m hiirrassiuents A ttending 
th is K njoym ent. 
The Presbyterian Church authorities in 
Pennsylvania have been considering the 
subject of " napping in meeting,” a habit 
which is prevalent during the summer 
season whenever the church-going customs 
are kept up. One of them —it was a m in­ 
ister, of course—declared that sleeping in 
church manifests " disrespect to God's 
house, and shows indifference to the wor­ 
ship of the Almighty.” Thi3 good man 
would have inore charity if he were to 
occupy a pew instead of the pulpit. The 
latter post affords no opportunities for 
napping, however much it may sometimes 
conunce to the liabit in those who feel the 
poppy-like influence of its soothing sing­ 
song, or the lulling drone of its long-drawn 
prayers. Nodding in church is not an act 
of volition, and therefore is. in a large 
measure, destitute of the qualities of a 
moral offense. There is no willful disre­ 
spect or conscious indifference. A man 
can no more will himself to keep awake 
and attentive, when a real drowsy lit take 
possession of him in the calm seclusion of 
a pew corner, than he can will himself to 
sleep when thoroughly and obstinately 
awake. The eye grows dim, the eyelids 
droop, the articulate sounds from the m in­ 
ister become a mere unintelligible murmur, 
and the man's head droops lower and 
lower, until brought up with a sudden jerk, 
followed by an amusing endeavor to create 
the impression that lie hasn't been asleep 
at all. He clears his throat with a vigor­ 
ous “ h-m-m,” fixes his eye intently upon 
the minister, and moves his head slowly, 
as if by way of assent to what was being 
said, and nodding were a very wide-awake 
habit of his. How vain the attem pt! The 
glaze again creeps over the eye, the eyelids 
gently close, and an unmistakable nod fol­ 
lows—unless the sleeper lias the courage 
and faith to rest his head and surrender 
himself to the spell. Of all the tantalizing 
and irresistible inlluences upon men of 
mortal frame, the approaches of the sleep 
god in church of a drowsy summer Sunday 
are the worst. 
In regard to a remedy the authorities 
differed. 
Tite minister before quoted 
thought that church members should 
“ seek grace to resist the habit.” But a 
good deacon maintained that grace 
wouldn’t do it. 
He simply cannot keep 
awake at time?, and says the only remedy 
ke knows of is " an active application of 
a sbawl-pin by less drowsy wives, who are 
too much interested in looking at the other 
women’s bonnets to fait into a sleepy 
state.’ 
Passing by the slur upcn tbe more 
wide awake sex, it is enough to say that 
this remedy needs to be applied witli care. 
A lively jump and cry of “ ouch” from 
the awakened sleeper, following the jab 
of the admonitory sbawl-pin, would not 
add to the comfort of the situation. The 
old-fashioned preventive, as we remember, 
was a strong clove, or a bunch of cara­ 
way—otherwise known as " go to meetin’- 
seed ”—chewed vigorously upon the first 
approach of drowsiness, the sharp bite of 
the pungent spice neutralizing the sopo­ 
rific effect of the dead air and droning 
service. An unregenerate and active fly, 
if he will attend strictly to business, can 
keep a would-be worshiper open to the 
influences of the sanctuary, albeit it is 
doubtful if his attentions will conduce to 
a strictly religious frame of m ind.—Boston 
Herat it. 


C a r d-P l a y in g G ir l s.— There are so 
many ways in which girls can be amusing, 
entertaining and useful to themselves and 
others that it seems a great pity that any of 
them should resort to the common vices of 
coarse men. That they do so in the evening 
entertainments of private and elegant 
homes, and at the most fashionable sum­ 
mer resorts, appears to be beyond question. 
And that the results will appear in un­ 
looked-for demoralizations in the future of 
what is called good society may be set down 
as among the certainties ot natural law. 
Young ladies may not be expressly suscep­ 
tible to such prosy moral arguments, but 
they should not forget that the young men 
who gamble with them, and who appear to 
love the fun, lose their respect for young 
ladies in tbe exact measure that the latter 
cease to be governed by fine womanly 
feelings and standards of character.

MATTERS AT CHARLESTON. 


ANOTHER TERRIFIC SHOCK LAST 
NIGHT. 


Beginning to Repair Dam ages— 
Some 
Strange 
Manifesta­ 
tions— Relief Measures.

Charleston, September 3d.—The Rents 
and Courier lias an article declaring that the 
city will begin bravely to repair her for­ 
tunes. It says: “ Let it not be imagined 
for a moment that Charleston is sitting in 
her ashes bewailing the loss of millions. 
Full consciousness of her loss is here. It 
is understood fully that far more than the 
earnings of twelve months were swept 
away in less than a minute. But for all 
this, and because of that, Charleston is 
only the more determined to maintain the 
commercial position it has won, and is for­ 
tunately so situated as to he a le, as well as 
re&dy, to deal successfully with every de­ 
partment of trade and every branch of 
business. An appeal is made to llie City 
Council for monetary assistance in the 
form of an appropriation, but the A'ews 
and Courier admonishes those who extend 
aid to confine themselves in so doing to 
people in circumstances rendering them 
unable now to help themselves. Very 
little has been accomplished up to this 
writing to relieve the city of its appear­ 
ance of desolation. The eye, as it takes in 
the length of a street, is met by heaps of 
debris of every possible description, bricks, 
stone, plastering, lath, shingles, lumber 
and household and office furniture, and all 
kinds of building material in a mass. 
Whole fronts and sides of buildings have 
fallen out, leaving the furnishings in some 
instances intact. A two-story brick build­ 
ing on State street presents an interesting 
appearance ; the lower floor is used for mer­ 
chandise and the upper floor is a residence. 
The whole front fell out, leaving the in­ 
terior exposed to view. 
1’ictures and 
mirrors are on the walls, and the chairs 
remain as they were left by the fleeing 
family. 
Evidently tbe owner has not 
gained courage to warrant his return. The 
most alarming feature of the present con­ 
dition of affairs is in the shaky condition 
of the buildings. Nine-tenths of the brick 
structures are cracked through and through, 
and threaten to tumble. Chimneys that 
have not actually fallen are badly careened, 
and would fall if touched.” 
STRANGE MANIFESTATIONS. 
S um m erville, September 3d.—The hor­ 
ror of the situation in Summerville on 
Wednesday was greatly intensified by cer­ 
tain manifestations that were not observed 
in Charleston to any great extent. All dur­ 
ing the day there was a constant series of 
detonations—now east, now west, and from 
all possible directions. They resembled 
the discharge of heavy guns at intervals of 
about ten minutes, and were like the 
sounds of a bombardment at a great dis­ 
tance. All of these explosions were not 
accompanied by tremors of the earth, as it 
was only occasionally that the earth would 
quake from the subterranean discharges. 
A remarkable fact was noted in Summer­ 
ville in respect to the bulging of waterfront 
the interior of the earth. Nearly all of the 
wells had been at low water. There was a 
sudden rise in all of these, and the addi­ 
tional water was pure. Looking down into 
one of these wells the observer could, just 
before any of the loud detonations, see the 
water rise up the walls oi the wells, and 
after the shock again subside. 
CLEARING UP THE RUBIilSH. 
Charleston, September 3d.—No one at 
the Mills House was injured. All the 
guests and the other occupants are safe, 
but it is difficult to find them, they being 
camped somewhere in the streets. The 
people this morui ng have apparent ly thrown 
off their fear, and have gone to work clear­ 
ing up the debris and removing thedanger- 
ous walls. The city szows a scene of great 
activity.

ANOTHER SHOCK ON TIIE ATLANTIC COAST. 
W ashington, September 3d.—At about 
11 o’clock to-night another shock of earth­ 
quake was felt along the Atlantic coast. It 
was not attended by any damage, so far as 
can be learned, but it was strong enough to 
cause a stampede from their instruments of 
telegraph operators in Charleston, Augusta 
and Columbus, and perhaps other places. 
They soon returned, however, and resumed 
business. The shock was telt from Jack­ 
sonville to Washington. It was plainly 
perceptible in Washington, but not so 
strongly as on Tuesdaynight. 
Charleston, September 3d. — At one 
minute to 11 o'clock to-night another terrific 
shock passed over this city. Consternation 
again prevails, and the people, camping in 
the public squares, are singing and praying.

DEsrAIR OF THE COLORED PEOPLE. 
Charleston, September 3d.—It would 
be simply impossible to exaggerate in de­ 
scriptive language the effect of the visita­ 
tion of Tuesday night, on the colored peo­ 
ple of Charleston. There never was, until 
within the past few days, an opportunity 
of noticing a public exhibition of super­ 
stitious fear to tbe degree that has existed 
among all classes of colored people 
since the tremendous shock of Tuesday 
night. They fled from their homes, 
and as they ran hither and thither, 
through blinding clouds of pulverized 
mortar, which was shaken from the houses. 
They filled the air with dismal groans of 
despair and lamentations of terrified dis­ 
tress. As usual with them, in their funeral 
devotions, the name of Jesus was most fre­ 
quently used, and, as if supplicating God 
lace to face, they shrieked out in their very 
helplessness and pathos ot despair, 
such sentences qis: " Do, m y sweet 
master,^ Jesus, have mercy on me 
"O b, Sweet Jesus, save me! Save m e!” 
“ Let me live through this night, dear God, 
m y Savior,” “ Hold me up once more, 


thou blessed Christ, my Master,” and other 
tearful supplications, which intensified the 
horrorof thesituation. and went far toward 
demoralizing the white people, who were 
also rushing blindly hither and thither. 
As usual, the faces of the white man and 
woman in lime of 
danger was a 
sight of sudden joy in the ploma 
to many a poor wandering colored boy 
or girl, who endeavored to stop their 
white friends, as they ran by in confusion, 
to supplicate that they would remain with 
them until “ judgment was done.” 
AN AITEAI. FROM CHARLESTON.

Charleston, September 3d.—At a joint 
meeting of the Charleston Exchange and 
M trchants’ Exchange to-day, the following 
was unanimously adopted :

AGAIN SHAKEN. 
R a i. e i g h (N.C.),Septembei od.—At 11:01 
to-night a well-developed shock of earth­ 
quake was felt here. It was preceded by a 
light rumbling noise. The oscillation of 
buildings was marked on the upper stories. 
A ugusta (Ga.), September 3d.—At 10:40 
r. m. another shock was distinctly felt. The 
streets are again filled with people. 
W ilmington : N. C.), September 3d.—An­ 
other distinct, hut not severe earthquake 
shock, was felt here at 11 r. m. Much 
alarm was created, and many people rushed 
from their houses. 
R ichmond (Va.), September 3d.—At 11:30 
to-night a shock of earthquake was felt 
here, and in some places, in the upper 
part of the city, it was as severe as that of 
last Tuesday night. People, in some cases, 
left their beds and rushed into the streets. 
The oscillation is said to have been very 
perceptible, from southeast to northwest. 
No noise accompanied the shocks. 
J a c k s o n v il l e (Fla.), September 3d.—At 
10:02 to-night a distinct shock of earth­ 
quake was felt here, lasting five seconds. 
It caused great anxiety. 


XGTFS OF THE DAY. 
A Philadelphia woman while walking 
along the street one day recently, suddenly 
became aware that her clothes were burn­ 
ing. She immediately turned her back to­ 
ward a large window and deftly made a 
grab for the smoke, which came from the 
direction of her bustle. First she brought 
. out a purse, and then came a small pack­ 
age of dry goods, a box of candy, a pair of 
baby socks, a novel, half a dozen papers of 
pins, a pamphlet on dress reform, and last 
of all was the flaming and incinerated re­ 
mains of a discreet religious Philadelphia 
weekly newspaper that had just been doing 
duty as a bustle. By this time quite a 
crowd had gathered and helped stamp out 
the fire oil the sidewalk. But meantime 
the fire had caught the embroidered gar­ 
ments and she was in great danger of being 
very severely burned. However, a pitcher 
of ice water subdued the conflagration, and 
the lady, more mortified than injured, re­ 
plenished her wardrobe from a neighbor­ 
ing store. 
A writer in the Galveston Xetvs calls at­ 
tention to the fact that the greatest damage 
done on the beach during the recent storm 
along the gulf coast occurred after the tide 
had turned and commenced to ebb. As the 
tide turned the velocity of the wind in­ 
creased, forcing the water in ward, while the 
receding tide exerted an outward pressure, 
thus causing a churning motion of the wa­ 
ter to and fro, and a whirlpool around ev­ 
ery obstruction met. wrenching to pieces 
buildings which had fallen from their pil­ 
ing, and undermining the piling of those 
still standing. Fence posts two feet in the 
ground, from which the fences had been 
previously washed, were torn from the 
ground by this churning motion of the wa­ 
ter, leaving holes where they stood from 
one foot to eighteen inches deep. 
The editor of the Vicksburg - Miss.) Herald 
has unfortunately incurred the displeasure 
of the Prohibitioni.-ts of tba: city, and one 
of the leaders thus refers to him in a pub­ 
lic card: “ Vr'hen he disappears beneath the 
vile green scum where he belongs, and his 
warty and diseased soul goes to its black 
home, all hell will shudder w ith horror at 
the intrusion, and the dem ons will draw 
aside their reeking garments lest they be 
polluted by his infectious touch. The 
words ‘scoundrel,’ ‘liar,’ ‘blackguard,’ 
‘ coward,' and ‘ cur,’ which have so often 
been applied to him, are the most fulsome 
flattery.” 
A fishing party left Baltimore last week 
in a yacht. The committee on supplies 
provided four demijohns, filled ; two dozen 
lemons, one bottle Angostura bitters, four 
crates of beer, two boxes cigars, one cigar 
box filled with poker chips, three decks of 
cards, and six bottles ot brandy, the latter 
to be used in case of sickness'. No rods, 
reels, lines, hooks, etc., were ordered. 
Nevertheless each of the party returned 
home with a large bunch of. fine fish, and 
claimed that they had given away large 
quantities, being unable to carry them. 
Alvin Adams, when the express business 
was in its infancy, had an office and two 
horses in New York. One of these horses 
was a fine, fast animal, and the other an 
old, broken-down nag. Packages that were 
to be delivered immediately lie sent out 
behind the fast horse. Of goods that didn’t 
have to be rushed he would say : “ Leave 
them for the old lioss.” In every express 
office to this day there is an “ old-boss ” 
room, where undeliveréd and unclaimed 
packages are kept. 
There is on exhibition in a jewelry store 
at Washington a very unique electrical 
time-piece. The tace, or indicator, of the 
clock is suspended by two cords, and the 
electric apparatus, which is the motive 
power, hangs by a wire in the bottom of 
the window. The clock works silently, 
and it has been tested and proves to keep 
accurate time. No clock work of any kind 
is attached to the time-keeper, except the 
hands, which move only each minute. 
There are now sold in the United States 
about $250,000,000 worth of paints every 
year, and raw materials to the amount of 
half this sum are consumed in making 
them. I’utty is made by all the big paint 
factories. It is made out of whiting and 
the skin of linseed oil. It is put up by the 
thousands of tons in kegs and skins, and 
costs about one and a half cents a pound to 
make it. • 
It ¡9 said that a Nova Scotia magistrate 
delayed proceedings in a suit and justified 
his delay as follows: “ Look here, if you 
know anything about the first principles 
of law, or the Revised Statutes, you must 
know that five clear days must elapse after 
the summons is served, and it’s been rain­ 
ing now for three days, and it may not clear 
up for a week.” 
Two men in Hyderabad, India, lately 
laid a wager that they could look at the sun 
all day. One, after looking fora few hours, 
fled from the place; the other continued 
till about noon, when he fell to the earth 
and expired. 
Crater lake, in southern Oregon, is over 
2,000 leet in depth—the deepest in America. 


The Pennsylvania Gas W ells. 
P ittsburg, September 3d.—It is reported 
from the Washington and Westmoreland 
county fields that the flow of natural gas 
has diminished. In some districts the 
pressure has decreased to a remarkable de­ 
gree. The pressure of Grape Villa well, 
iweuty miles from this city, has increased 
from 800 to 1,000 pounds to the square 
inch, and the flow is absolutely uncon­ 
trollable. On the other hand, the Penn­ 
sylvania Company has been unable to sup­ 
ply three of its manufacturing customers. 
Private consumers were obliged to eat cold 
meats. Some people attribute the decrease 
in the flow to the earthquake. 


R evenue from Cards.—An official re­ 
turn just issued gives some interesting in­ 
formation about the manufacture ot play­ 
ing cards in England. At present there are 
nineteen manufacturers in the United 
Kingdom, who pay a license of 20s, and 
who produced 800,000 packs last year. This 
did not meet the demand of the English 
card-player, so half as many again were 
imported from Austrian and American 
makers. The stamp duty imposed on those 
cards is now a fairly important source of 
revenue. Last vear it amounted to nearly 
£15,000. 


BEYOND THE ROCKIES, 


CALIFORNIA FRUITS AND IT INES 
IN THE EAST. 
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DOMESTIC NEWS. 
California Fruits anil .W ines in t’.ie K3«t. 
New Y'ork, September 3d.—The Times. 
in a long editorial headed “ California,” 
regarding our markets, says: The efforts 
recently made by the California fniit- 
groweis, to sell their products in the 
Eastern markets, do not. in the opinion ol 
some Eastern papers, indicate that the 
Eastward movement of California fruit 
will he continued. California papers reply 
that those who grow fruit in that State, 
and ship it to Eastern cities, are not dis­ 
couraged. They are content with the pro­ 
gress thus far made, inasmuch as they 
take all the risk, and they do not think that 
they stand in need of Eastern pity. We 
hope nothing will check the development 
of the fruit-growing industry in California, 
or the extension of the California trade in 
fruits, green or dried, for which we now 
depend in a great measure upon foreign 
producers. 
The development of the pro­ 
duction in California of lemons, oranges, 
raisins, olives, prunes, almonds, wine, aud 
other articles of consumption for which we 
now pay millions every year to foreign 
countries, should be encouraged by the 
whole nation. The growth of California's 
iruit trade in the East depends mainly on 
the rates of transportation. California's 
shippers should carefully study tbe East­ 
ern market before shipping their fruit to 
us. They should ship fruit with which we 
are not well supplied by our own produc­ 
ers. For exam ple: A California shipper 
cannot hope to build up here a large 
and profitable trade in grapes. 
If 
he send oranges, he must compete 
with the excellent fruit of Florida. Ori the 
other hand, there are products of California 
that should compete successfully iu the 
East with the imported products, such as 
raisins, lemons, almonds, prunes, walnuts, 
olives, olive oil. wines and brandies. Qual­ 
ity and price being equal, the intelligent 
consumers in the East would prefer Cali­ 
fornia raisins to these which conic from 
the Mediterranean countries. In the last 
year there was a great improvement in 
packing and grading California products. 
We buy millions of boxes of imported 
raisins every year. W hy should the de­ 
mand be supplied by California? The 
olive oil produced in the State is as good as 
anv that can be found in the Old World, 
and it is pure. Great quantities of adul­ 
terated oil are sold in the East. Y'oars ago 
cotton seed oil was exported to Italy, to be 
returned to this country as olive oil, and, 
iike foreign wines, it "is under a cloud. 
There is a great and growing demand in 
the East for purity in such products. Caii- 
ifornia should try to supply it. The peo­ 
ple of the East 'are beginning to know 
something about the wines of Califoraia. 
The publication of the disagreeable facts 
about the tricks of the French wine-makers 
caused a demand for wines that are pure. 
The improvement in the quality of Cali­ 
fornia wines, and the effort to introduce 
them in the East in place of French wines, 
have turned the attention of consumers to 
this source of supply. If the wine-makers 
of the Pacific slope shall wisely manage 
their export trade, striving above all things 
to provide for Eastern buyers pure wine, 
they will as rapidly increase their sales. 
They should sell their products only 
through trustworthy agencies, so that the 
buyer may know lie is getting an honest 
product, for already the wines of Cali- 
lornia are counterfeited in Eastern cities, 
an injury to California producers and an 
injury to" consumers here. So long as pro­ 
ducers in California throw every safeguard 
around both the production and sale of 
their wines the demand will steadily in­ 
crease, and the quantity imported from 
France will decrease. 
Circular in R elation to R ills of I.ading. 
W a s h i n g t o n , September 3d.—The Treas­ 
ury Department has issued the following 
circular to Collectors and others : “ On and 
after January 1st. next, the practice hereto­ 
fore existing under the Department’s in­ 
structions of October 17. 1878, of permit­ 
ting parties who present themselves with 
invoices and bills of lading indorsed to 
them by the parties named therein, or in 
blank, to make entry in their own names, 
a3 owners, and also, of permitting entry by 
parties who appear to have been the real 
purchasers abroad, but to whom the mer­ 
chandise was not consigned by the bill of 
lading, will be discontinued; and entries 
wiil only he received from parties in whose 
name the merchandise is consigned by the 
bill of lading, or who appear to bo right­ 
ful holders of the bills of lading drawn to 
order. Articles 297 and 298 of the regula­ 
tions will be considered as modified accord­ 
ingly. Entries by executors and adminis­ 
trators of deceased persons, or assignees of 
insolvents, as provided in .Section 2813, Re­ 
vised Statutes, will not be considered as 
affected by this circular.”

arge number of Hungarian laborers are 
employed on an extension of the read. A 
shanty, in which over twenty of these men 
were lodged, caught on fire from the over­ 
turning of a stove while the men weie 
asleep. Sixteen men slept on the second 
floor, but only seven succeeded in getting 
out. The others were left to their fate, and 
were roasted alive. Their charred remains 
were afterwards found in the ruins. The 
men who escaped were so horror-stricken 
that they made no efforts to save their com­ 
panions. The remains of seven of the 
dead were removed to Sonoestown, to 
await the arrival of the Coroner from La- 
porte. The names of the victims have not 
yet been received. 
O verwhelm ed w ith W ork. 
W ashington, September 3d.—The Phila­ 
delphia M int is now overwhelmed with 


work. In addition to cleaning up minor 
base coins at the rale of $20,000 each week, 
and keoping.up with the demand for dimes, 
the regular monthly purchase of silver 
bullion must be coined. It is estimated 
that $2,000,090 of bullion will coin 2,8*4),- 
000 silver dollars. The employes at the 
Mint are now working from 8 o'clock a. m . 
to midnight every week day. 
RIaine Scores the Dem ocratic Party on 
flie N on-A dm ission o f D akota. 
S k o w i i c g a n (Me.),Sept ember 3d.—B1 ai n e 
addressed a Republican mass meeting here 
to-day, said by old residents to have been 
the largest ever held in the county of Som­ 
erset. He commented with severity upon 
the refusal of the Democratic party to ad­ 
mit Dakota to the Union, tbe exclusion of 
half a million white people in the North 
from the benefits of representation in Con­ 
gress and in the Electoral College, to­ 
gether with the practical elimination 
of six million colored people in the South 
from the body politic. This constituted the 
process by which the Democratic minority 
was to rule over the Republican majority 
in the nation. The Democrats had long 
dreaded the growth of the free Northwest, 
and were determined, it appears, by their 
treatment of Dakota, to obstruct and 
hinder the admission of that magnifieent 
cordon of States, which stretches along our 
northern border beyond the Rocky m oun­ 
tains and to the shore of the Pacific. 
A I.antl D ecision. 
W a s h i n g t o n , September 3d.—Thomas B. 
llarlzell, of Los Angeles, applied to the 
Secretary of the Interior for a revocation of 
tne decision of Commissioner Sparks, re­ 
fusing his entry under the Adjoining Farm 
Act, his first 100 acres having been taken 
under the homestead law. Secretary Lamar 
sustained the decision of Sparks, deciding 
that the petitioner had exhausted his right 
of pre-emption, and to take advantage of 
the Act authorizing additional entry, the 
land he already owns must have been 
acquired by purchase, or in some other 
way than by entry. 
Strange Epidem ic. 
C h atta n oo ga, September 3d.—Farrots- 
ville, in Cockrcllcounty.Tenn., is in a wild 
state of excitement on account of a strange 
epidemic which made its appearance there. 
The disease, which in every case proves 
fatal, resembles flux, except that the vic­ 
tims are attacked with severe pains in the 
head simultaneously with pain in the ab­ 
domen. The physicians are ur.able to cope 
with the disease, and those stricken with it 
succumb within a short time. Twenty- 
seven dea'hs liave occurred within three 
days. 
" Mo Yellow Fever in Mississipx'*- 
B il o x i (Miss.), September 3 1.—A public 
meeting was held here yesterday to protest 
against the reports rent forth by Dts. Solo­ 
mon and Scales, that yellow fever prevailed 
here. A preamble and resolution were 
adopted. The preamble declares that the 
physicians here qnd Dr. Felix Fermento, a 
distinguished physician ot New Orleans, 
are of the opinion that the seven con­ 
valescents suffered from bilious aud inter­ 
m ittent fever, and not yellow fever. 
The Berm uda Race. 
N ew Y'o r k , September 3d.—There will 
probably he a yacht race around the Ber­ 
mudas. Lieutenant Henil lias agreed to 
modify his challenge so that owners of 
schooners may accept, and Caldwell H . 
Colt, owner of the famous old schooner- 
yaclit Dauutless, will accept it. The Daunt­ 
less was the only boat to sail the Genesta to 
Brewster’s Reef and Cape May last year 
after the America cup races. 
Northern Pacific K arnlngs. 
N ew Y’o i.k , September 3d.—The official 
statement of the Northern Pacific Railroad 
earnings for tbe month of August is as 
follows: 1886,$1,172,225; 1885, $971,288. 
FOREIGN NEWS. 
Bulgarian M atters. 
London. September 3d. - The Dadg .Yens 
says : “ Prince Alexander has been aban­ 
doned and isolated by agreement of the 
three great Empires. Nothing could ex­ 
ceed the humility of his letter to the Czar, 
which is only equaled in degree by the 
brutality of the Czar’s answer.” 
The Standard says: “ Alexander has 
committed a serious blunder, and it is the 
only unworthy act with which he can be 
reproached. It is carrying the comedy of 
courtly dissimulation too far to pretend 
that tíie Czar did not approve of the depo­ 
sition. England has done her best to pro­ 
mote peace in Bulgaria. If she fails, Aus­ 
tria and Germany will either suffer grave 
injury or make heavy sacrifices. They may 
yet rue the day they abandoned Alexander 
to curry favor with the Czar. Alexander 
has promised King Milan to send a diplo­ 
matic agent to Servia.” 
L o n d o n, September 3d.—An attempt was 
made to wreck the train conveying Prince 
Alexander to Sofia. When near Philip- 
poplis the engineer discovered an obstruc­ 
tion on the track, and brought the train to 
a standstill. On investigation it was found 
that five sleepers hail been placed across the 
rails. A conflict between the revolutionists 
and the followers of Alexander is feared at 
Sofia. 
Sofia, September 3d.—The revolutionary 
regiments litre have surrendered uncondi­ 
tionally to Alexander and appealed to him 
for clemency. Bulgaria is now tranquil. 
Alexander, when he reached Bucharest, 
on bis journeyy to Sofia, telegraphed to 
the Sultan assurances of homage and de­ 
votion. 
L o n d o n , September 3d.—The ftai/g Tete- 
graph this morning, commenting on tbe 
Bulgarian revolution, says : “ Russia lias 
already secretly spent 18.000,000 francs in 
Bulgaria. Just before the revolution, the 
Russian Consul at Sofia withdrew £70,000 
in Turkish money from a well-known Hart­ 
era bank, ostensibly (o endow certain re­ 
ligious communities which nobody was 
aware were in pecuniary straits.” 
N f.w Y'o r k , September 4th— a. m .— The 
Star's London dispatch says : In Downing 
9‘reet the opinion is unanimous that A l­ 
exander will fight rather than abdicate at 
the dictation ot Russia. lie will be pressed 
to a definite decisión, anil his refusal to 
abdicate will lead to a rising by the Rus­ 
sian party, and Russian occupation. The 
adherents of Prince Alexander declare that 
there is a strong probability of Roumelia 
and Servia combining with Bulgaria 
and 
Eastern 
Roumelia 
to 
resist 
Russia, and that a powerful party 
in 
Montenegro 
would 
welcome 
such an opportunity to strike a blow for 
independence from Russia. The belief is 
growing in official circles that Turkey will 
answer the Russian movement by occupy­ 
ing tbe Balkans, with the consent of Bul­ 
garia and East Roumelia, and co-operating 
with the Prince by sea and land. The 
Muscovite press energetically urge Russia's 
occupation of Bulgaria before Alexander 
has had time to reorganize his army. The 
situation is becoming acute. 
The European W ar Cloud. 
N ew Y’ork, September 3d.—T. P. O'Con­ 
nor sends the following cablegram from 
London to the Star: Foreign complica­ 
tions are absorbing public attention in con­ 
sequence of the uncertainty of Russia’s in­ 
tentions as to the Eastern question. As 
regards Bulgaria, it is difficult to 
see 
bow 
Prince 
Alexander 
can 
hold out against Russian influence. 
He 
will 
probably 
have 
to 
leave 
Bulgaria to avoid worse treatment than 
he lately received. The situation is com­ 
plicated, and Alexander is injured by the 
violent anti-Russian articie.! of the English 
papers. Many leading journals, usually 
pacific in tone, have suddenly developed 
into rabid jingoism. The German official 
press makes it plain that a European war 
is seriously to be feared. Tbe anti-Russian 
attitude of Germany, urged on by England, 
is calculated to throw Russia into the arms 
of France, and breed a quarrel past arbi­ 
trating, save by tbe sword. Bismarck thus 
has every reason, like tho Czar, to -how 
hostility to the Prince. It is hoped that 
after the restoration of order in Bulgaria 
Alexander will find a decent excuse to re­ 
tire from his untenable position, and thus 
smooth tbe way to the preservation of 
peace. 
His Maiden Success. 
London, September 3d.—The Daitg .Yen s 
says: Lord Randolph Churchill has 
achieved his maiden success as a leader, 
owing to his conciliatory tone toward the 
Parnellitcs. 
Terrific anil Destructive Cyclone. 
New Y ork, September 4th—a. m.—Pri­ 
vate letters anil copies of Kingston, Ja­ 
maica, papers just received in this city an­ 
nounce that tbe Island ot Jamaica was 
visited hv a terrific cyclone and wind storm 
on August 19th. Entire plantations in the 
interior of the 1-lauil were laid wssle, 
buildings were unroofed and vesssels in 
harbors were driven ashore, and an im­ 
mense am ount of property in all parts of 
the island destroyed.

MEMORIES OF TIIE MEXICAN WAR 
OF FORTY YEARS AGO. 


I t s In flu e n c e o n th e S o u th e rn S ta te s 
—T h e S to rm in g o f C h a p u lte - 
p e c “ a M a ss a c re ."

P a s o P e i. N o b t e (Mex.), Aug. -!), 15SC. 
A t this time, when more than one ques­ 
tion in dispuse is agitating both Texans 
and Mexicans, it is of interest to recall the 
struggle which led to the acquisition of so 
m uch of our southw estern territory. In 
his Memoirs, General Grant gives a cursory 
account of the war w ith Mexico, which oc­ 
curred just foriy years ago this sum m er, 
and says plainly that he did not deem it a 
righteous cause on the ['art of tire A m eri­ 
cans. Me affirms th at there was no want 
of patriotism among the Mexican people, 
but ib at their officers lacked som ething of 
that spirit of stick-to-ativem ss which rcn 
dcrs N orthern soldiers invincible. In other 
words, th at the Mexicans would tight splen­ 
didly for a time, and then—appearing to 
think that they had distinguished them ­ 
selves sufficiently—would lay back upon 
thc-ir lau rels; while the less brilliant but 
m ore persistent Yankee, w ith unswerving 
purpose and unlim ited patience, plodded 
slowly but surely along until the point was 
gained. Our greatest soldier said that the 
m ilitary strength of the United States was 
very slightly taxed by this war. for to us it 
was nothing more than a side issue—a 
seric-s of skirmishes, remembered now, if 
at all, as a rom antic adventure, which 
served in its tim e as the theme for a few 
sentim ental songs and stories. 
To this day the anniversaries oí such 
battles as Chapultepec and Molino del Eey 
(the King's Mill), are observed as national 
holidays, and are celebrated w ith as much 
zeal as though the victory had been theirs. 
They are fond of declaring, that, after all,

F or the territory it acquired under the 
treaty of Guadalupe-Hiilalgo. 
It is cer­ 
tainly no crim e in the Mexicans to cherish 
pride 
in 
their 
etforts 
at self-defense, 
w hether or not those efforts were success­ 
ful : but it is greatly to be regretted that 
ihis pride m akes them so extrem ely sensi­ 
tive and tills them with resentm ent toward 
their stronger sister, than which no coun­ 
try in the world is m ore friendly to them . 
H appily the days of the Santa Anas are 
over, but there are yet m ultitudes in 
M exico as eager for the fray as were the 
revengeful Texans, when their battle cry 
was, " Remem ber the A lam o!” 
T hat invasion of Mexico by the United 
States was the old story of the sowing of 
the dragon's teeth. 
YVe are strongly in­ 
clined to plum e ourselves upon it, in the 
spirit of that once celebrated leader of 
Southern politics who said in Congress: 
‘ America is always in favor of the last war 
and ready for the next." 
Joaquin Miller 
best expresses the outcome of th at unholy 
conflict of forty years ago. 
Says h e: “As 
the victories of Napoleon the Great begot 
the final hum iliation of France, so this 
victorious invasion of Mexico begot the 
civil war, and brought upon the South the 
m ost dreadful hum iliation. Turn this over 
in your m ind and establish it there, for it 
,s not onlv a solid truth, but a newly-pub­ 
lished truth. 
All of you who are at m y 
age and upwards, remembering that war 
and the insolence which the Southern 
‘Colonels' assumed after it was over, un­ 
derstand this better than the younger gen­ 
erations. 
I remember how an Indiana 
regim ent (of my own State) was accused of 
cowardice 011 the battle-fields of Mexico, 
and how we in California, among those 
swaggering ‘Colonels,’ had to put up with a 
heap of insolence or fight as often as they 
chose to refer to it. All this time, you see, 
the civil war was brewing, sim ply because 
the Southerner really thought he could

T hat fancy of his, 1 say, was begotten 
here on these battle-fields of Mexico. The 
civil w ar cam e; 
he got this nonsense 
thrashed out of him , and is now am a n . 
B u t all this does not wipe out the fact that 
the invasion of Mexico was a dastardly 
piece of work un the part of the United 
States Governm ent. As for the individual 
soldier, however, the responsibility is not 
w ith him . 
H e merely obeyed orders, and 
did his bloody w ork well." 
Over there in Monterey (Capital of the 
State of Nuevo Leon, the" first city of im ­ 
portance below the Rio Grande on the 
Mexican National Railroad.) are m any citi­ 
zens who still retain vivid recollections of 
those terrible days in 18R», when General 
Taylor came dashing in and demanded u n ­ 
conditional surrender. 
At that time there 
were but four streets in Monterey, each 
about three kinters in length, running east 
and west. 
Through these our soldiers 
storm ed, fighting all the way. Every house 
was a barricade to be taken ; every room a 
scene of m u rd er; and, as usual, it was the 
innocent who suffered m ost—those who 
did not even know the cause of the inva­ 
sion. 
Not till thecaptureof Obispado Hill 
(a hight com m anding the town) was the 
slaughter stopped. T hat historic eminence, 
topped w ith a noble ruin, which then, as 
now, served as a barracks for Mexican sol- 
dters, is still covered w ith cannon that 
Taylor 
spiked. 
Other 
traces 
of 
his 
ignoble victory may be found all over 
the ancient city and its environs—not only 
in dism antled forts ami ruined earthworks, 
but in the minds of the people, and their 
deportm ent toward Americans. Opposite 
obispado Hill, on the other side of Mon­ 
terey. towels the stupendous ¿ierra de la 
Sallé (“ Saddle M ountain"), from whose 
topmost peak the stars and stripes lloated 
over the fallen city. 
It took General Tay­ 
lor's m en just two weeks to m ake the as­ 
cent of Saddle m ountain, and the feat has 
never been repeated. 
I', seems hardly 
worth the trouble and risk of hum an life 
to plant the flag at so lofty an altitude as 
to be invisible to the naked eye, in a terri­ 
tory not our own. 
Following our victorious arm y south­ 
ward, its next traces are found at Saltillo, 
the capital of the State of Ooahuila, iu 
earthw orks on all the hills surrounding 
the city, and in the populous cemetery 
w here m any brave “ boys in blue” are 
bivouacked in eternal slum ber. 
A few 
m iles futiher on is 


E C EX A VISTA ( “ B i'A U T lK C n VIEW ’), 
W here one oí the m ost famous battles of 
th e war was fought. T he hill which Tay­ 
lor held is still crowned by ruined fortifica­ 
tions, and the arroyo at its foot—over 
which both arm ies crossed on that fatal day 
when, according to tradition, its tide ran 
red with hum an blood—is now dry as tiie 
adjacent desert, and shows 110 signs of hav­ 
ing once he'd a m ighty river. There is 
little left to tell of those days of terror, ex­ 
cept in the extrem e bitterness of the people 
toward everything Am erican—a nam e to 
them synonym ous with rapine and m ur­ 
der. Angostura—the field of the m ost san­ 
guinary engagement at this point—now 
gives 110 h in t of *' war’s alarum s," but is 
peacefully sw arm ing with pigs, dogs and 
babies, after the m anner of Mexican rural 
hom es of the poorer class. 
In the ruidst 
stands a long. low. adobe rasa, bearing the 
suggestive nam e of La Reforma, indicating 
that in reality the swords have been 
“ beaten into piow-sbares." 
In southern Mexico, the route bv which 
General W infield Scott came up to the 
Capital is equally void of outward sign3of 
A m erica's vaunted victory; 
but every­ 
where scars ate deep in the hearts of the 
people, and an undercurrent of resentm ent, 
deep and stroug, underlies all international 
doings. 
About fifty railes northw ard from 
V era Cruz, proceeding by the old stage 
road, stands Cerro 
Gordo, the famous 
“ T at H ill" that guards the narrow passage 
through which our array came. 
Here the 
road is everywhere commanded, and 110 
trail is pcssibte among the wild bights ami 
im passable lagoons. 
General Scott wx-. 
obliged to throw skirm ishers all along 
those ridges before hi* taoops could enter 
th e perilous canyon, which is barely wide 
enough for a nm le-path. T he marvel is 
th a t they could have come through at all, 
in an unknow n and hostile country : 
but 
having once crossed the sierras, their suc­ 
cess in the valley of Mexico followed as a 
m atter of course. 
Ou this route from the coast to the Capi­ 
tal, near Puente del Rey—the “ King's 
B ridge”—is th at fatal stop where 
the 
A m erican arm y were encamped when the 
yellow fever broke out am ong them , and 
where more than 500 of our soldiers sleep 
in a common grave. Then there is M ohno 
de! Rey, said to have been the bloodiest 
field of the M exican w ar ; San Angel, 
where Scott made his headquarters: Cher- 
nbusco, Chapultepec and other historic 
spots, all am ong the foothills of the Sierra 
Madres, and within a few miles of the City 
o f Mexioo. 
In this country they speak of 
our storm ing of Chapultepec as 
A “ MAAtCBE,” 
A nd such, indeed, it was, the youthful 
cadets being literally butchered by the 


Americans. 
For m any years that cele­ 
brated castle—where M ontezuma held his 
barbaric court in the surrounding grove of 
cypresses: where, during nearly three cen­ 
turies, lived the successive vicc-kings of 
Spain, and where M axim ilian and Car- 
lotta made their im perial hom e—has been 
the W est Point of Mexico for the training 
of her youth in arts ot war. After Gen­ 
eral i-'cólt had taken the place by storm 
and General Bravo had surrendered, a 
Mexican cadet, only 15 years of age, seeing 
the llag of his country iu peril—most of 
his comrades having been slain—sprang 
up the flag-staff, tore the banner from its 
place, wound it around his body and slid 
down.intending to plunge over the precipice 
in order to save the colors from the hands 
of the enem y. T hat act of Mexican bravery 
frustrated, the brave bov—with the beloved 
banner still wrapped around him , fought 
until he was disarmed and actually cut in 
pieces by the Americans. 
Our historical 
accounts of the storm ing of Chapultepec 
m ake no m ention of this and similay inci­ 
dents, nor docs tiie word “ m asaacne" 
occur: but they adm it that the officers had 
great trouble in restraining our valorous 
soldiers from slaughtering the garrison. 
Forty-eight of these school-boys, ranging 
in ages from 14 to 20 years, sons of the 
proudest and wealthiest families in Mexico, 
lie buried in one grave at the foot of the 
hill. 
Year by year the cadets o f Chapul­ 
tepec strew flowers upon this saddest of 
sepulchres ; and it is not to be wondered at 
that little love for the United States should 
be harbored among the relatives and friends 
of the slain. 
To quote still farther from the Poet of 
the Si' rras, he writes from the City of 
Mexico : ‘‘It is hard to realize th at 1 am 
almost daily galloping my horse over bloody 
battle-fields ' where valor fought in other 
<lays.’ 
But here the very bloodiest fields 
in the Mexican war—the bloodiest in our 
history, counting the num bers engaged— 
lie resting in eternal sum m er. Tiie shal­ 
low plow, drawn by the patient steer with 
a pole over his horns for a yoke, turns the 
soil over annually, and all goes on as 
if 
the 
Americans 
had 
never 
come 
this way. 
I was taken to a ditch to see 
where four thousand Mexican soldiers are 
said to have been buried. Nosign! Kind and 
forgiving m other earth surely received back 
her battling children tenderly, unreproach- 
fully. 
I was told by the Mexican who took 
m e there that the lilies grew a little taller 
along the borders of the trench, and the 
willows have to l>e cut down oftener there 
than elsewhere. But th at was all he had 
to cay about the influence or effect of those 
four thousand dead. No bones are seen at 
all—nothing. 
In the corn field where the 
Americans fell there is not the slightest 
sign. Cattle are feeding on the stubbles of 
last year's corn, and tiie grass is green in 
spots ; and you see alfalfa clover kuee high 
along the cactus hedges where the thorns 
protect it from grazing cows. But, unlike 
tlio battle fields of Europe, the soil here is 
so very rich of itself that the additional 
strength of a few thousand American dead 
is not now apparent.” 


A NOTHER CONFLICT 
Between the two republics would be par­ 
ticularly distressing because of the inequal­ 
ity of it. 
We do not aspire to a second 
contest with our weaker neighbor, w hich— 
like the previous one—m ust m anifestly be 
a walk-over froui the start. 
Poor Mexico, 
in her present impoverished condition, 
struggling with heavy debts and m any 
burdens, would be comparatively easy prey, 
should any Government conclude to com­ 
m it an act beside which the French " in­ 
tervention" would seem a deed of righteous­ 
ness. 
But. though Mexico m ight readily 
be subjugated by our superior force, she 
could never be conquered. T hink of it—a 
total area of more than 750,000 square 
miles, comprising twenty-seven States and 
two Territories, and a population of fully 
ten m illion souls. 
The largest standing 
arm y we could raise would not long be 
able’to control that hot-blooded, passionate 
and uncertain people, w ith their m ountain 
ranges for revolutionists to hide in, and 
the vast stretches of fever-haunted coast 
regions, which would be sure death to 
Northern soldiers. 
Though 
Mexico is 
weaker than we in point of wealth and 
num bers, her soldiers are among the best 
in the world for bravery, discipline and 
physical endurance; and it costs far less to 
m aintain them , because of their simple 
habits of life, than Uncle Sam uel’s boys 
require. 
By the way, why don't we tackle some­ 
body nearer our size. when we certainly have 
as good cause to fight England as Mexico ? 
Jam es Gordon Bennett, of the New York 
Herald, has just been heavily lilted in an 
English Court for a libel on Mr. Field, of 
New York. In this case, as in th at of Mr. 
Cutting, the libel was published on A m er­ 
ican soil, copies being circulated where the 
action was brought. This- is exactly a 
parrllel case with our border em broglio; 
tben why not pitch into the British lion 
as well as poor Mexico ?

we left in camp. 
I succeeded in keeping 
tolerably comfortable till m idnight on ray 
feet; biit finally, overcome by drowsiness, 
and after repeated falls and bruises on the 
sharp rocks, was obliged to join m y com­ 
rades around tiie “ register." 
N otwithstanding the discomfort, and mis­ 
ery of our situation, one could not but take 
nóte oí the weird beauty ot the r.igbt, and 
brilliant prism atic effects of the full moon, 
directly over our heads, shining from a 
cloudless sky upon the blue ice-walls of our 
cavern. Not even the ice-palace of Mon­ 
treal, illum inated with m yriads of electric 
lights, could rival in beauty the wonderful 
colors displayed iu our fairy grotto by 
moonlight. 
The loug night at last wore away, and by 
m orning we were fairly cooked by the 
steam. 
Wo could fane it but a few m o­ 
m ents at a time, and when we turned 
around our clothing was instantly frozen 
to sheets of ice. The m onotony and dis­ 
comfort or this procedure m ay be imagined 
w ithout further elaboration.— Geo. Bayley 
in September Overland. 


V en tila tin g C ella rs am i M ilk H o u ses. 
A great m istake is sometimes m ade in 
venfm tlng cellars and m ilk houses. The 
object of ventilation is to keep the cellars 
cool and dry, but this object often fails of 
being accomplished by a common m istake, 
and instead the cellar is made both warm 
and dam p. A cool place should never be 
ventilated unless the air adm itted is cooler 
than the air w ithin, or is a t least as cool as 
that, or a very little warmer. The warmer 
the air, the more m oisture it holds in sus­ 
pension. 
Necessarily, the cooler the air. 
the more this moisture is condense»! and 
precipitated. 
W hen a coo! cellar is aired 
on a warm day, the entering air being in 
motion appears cool, but as it fills the cel­ 
lar the cooler air with which it becomes 
m ixed chills it, the m oisture is condensed 
and dew is deposited 011 the cold walls, and 
may often he seen running down them in 
streams. Then the cellar is danto, and soon 
becomes m oldly. To avoid this the win­ 
dows should only be opened at night, and 
late—the last thing before retiring. There 
is 110 need to fear that the night air is un- 
bealthful—it is as »>ure as the air of m id­ 
day, and is really drier. The cool air en­ 
ters the apartm ent during the night and 
circulates through it. The windows should 
be closed before sunrise in the morning, 
and kept closed and shaded through the 
day. 
It the air of the cellar is dam p it 
m ay be thoroughly dried by placing in it a 
peck of fresh lim e in an open box. A peck 
of lime will absorb about seven pounds, or 
m ore than three quarts of water, and in 
this way a cellar or m ilk room may soon 
be dried, even in the hottest weather. 


A C h a m e l e o n F l o w e r .— A novel flower 
ha3 been found on the Isthm us of Tehuan­ 
tepec. at th e ¿an J ■ .sc hacienda, some 
twenty-two leagues from the city of Te- 
j huan tepee, This floral chameleon has the 
faculty of changing its colors during the 
day. in the m orning it is white, when the 
sun is at its zenith it is red, and at night it 
is blue. T his red, while and blue flower 
grows on a tree about the size of the guava 
tree, a id another peculiarity of this flower 
is that only at noon docs it give out any 
perfume.

The saiior blouse costume, one of the hap­ 
piest devices for comfort, i3 appropriate as 
ever, since the upper part of the body is 
absolutely free—the plain skirt, without 
bustle or springs, being an inestim able 
boon. B ut w ithin the lim its of simplicity 
there are m any pretty variations in these 
tennis dresses, and they run the gam ut 
from dark flannel to jaunty inspirations of 
different colors combined with dash and 
abandon—as witness a skirt of striped 
awning cloth showing

w h ite ; white jersey with red vest and 
sailor hat of green.

AUTUMN STYLES OF GOODS. 
By kind permission of Lord <fc Taylor, 
we have hints of what will be worn fit the 
fall and winter. Cloths showing squares 
iu all sizes, from the very large down to 
small checks, will be in m uch (avor, but 
this does not prevent the continued pop­ 
ularity of stripes, 
lit these m ixed cloths, 
the brown and yellowish shades are con­ 
spicuously noticeable, w ith not infrequent 
m ixtures of blue and red. The colors, how­ 
ever, do not stand out of themselves but 
are shaded into one another by indistinct 
blendings. “ M ixed" is the word which 
best expresses the situation. The uniting 
of silk and wool in the same piece of goods 
is quite as much an idea this fail as last 
spring, when cotton was largely added to 
the two fir.-1 nam ed materials. 
Various 
blendings of silk and wool, therefore, will 
often be in striking combinations such as 
plush or velvet stripes on wool, silken 
m oireas well. W hile in pure silk or velvet 
eoods, there are stripes of plush, moire or 
frise. Velvet will continue a leading fabric, 
appearing in its own handsom e plainness, 
or as part of rich material. Gros grain will 
be more worn than satin, and, among some 
of the most stviish importations, black 
silks striped iu ’gold or white, are notice­ 
able. 
Alm ost always, however; stripes 
differ in texture, and among varieties come 
Irise, velvet, m oire or plush. Tinsel is 
used to quite an extent in new silks, chiefly 
in the light evening shades, but somewhat, 
also, in those for the day. 


M IL I.rX E R Y . 
Kelt bonnets and hats will lead next 
w inter for general use, but, as hitherto, of 
course, the liner 
varieties, handsomely 
trim m ed, are not inappropriately worn 
with a rich costume. Since there is a great 
choice in felts, usually, however, for dress 
occasions, m illiners will present velvet, 
either the plain, striped or dotted ; this last 
being a very piquent and pretty novelty. 
The dots aré embroidered in some effective 
contrasting color, such as yellow or red or 
brown, green, etc., but there are more 
quiet styles where a light sh ale dots a 
dark une. 
As to shapes, the capote, with 
an addition of hight in front, is most 
prom inent for bonnets, while, as usual for 
winter, with only a few exceptions, the 
broad brims give way to close styles, of 
which the turban will be chiefly seen.

Velvet 
ribbons are used again for trim m ing, but 
tine era hi and 
also topped ribbons with 
corded edge are seen itt both plain and 
fanciful patterns, all styles bciDg once more 
looped in front, as htgh trim m ings will re­ 
m ain in vogue. 
Birds are a feature as also fancy feathers 
of m any different varieties, some very 
fanciful and unlike naiute. 
A noticeable 
novelty in m illinery is the use of plush 
made to im itate as closely as possible wild 
beast skins, and this is spread plainly over 
the crown or brim, thus carrying out the 
idea of a skin. Sometimes the crown is 
con.possed of this skin-iike plush, while 
the brim is covered with the tips ana eyes 
of pheasant's feathers, made to be also in 
as skin-like a way as possible. Not a lit­ 
tle ot last winter's aggressiveness wifi be 
retained as in keeping perhaps w ith the 
dude collars, lronts ana ties that have had 
such imm ense success.

For wear be­ 
tween seasons wraps of this description 
are the m ost suitable, and for the coming 
tall some very pretty new designs are 
promised, m ade of plain and brocaded 
stuffs combined, w ith garniture of passe- 
m cnterie and fringes fashioned ot sLk 
cords and glass or m etal beads.

Andrew Jackson, it is related, was at one 
tim e entertained at dinner by a gentleman, 
anti among those present was one of those 
people who often find their way into story 
books, ete., as the type of that offensive 
class of Americans w ho are always trailing 
their nationality in the dust in the effort to 
exalt their individual independence. This 
particular gentleman, over the wine and 
v.alnnts after dinner, in order to emphasize 
his own independence of disposition, of 
which he was loudly boastful, remarked, 
with a rare exhibition of self-complaisance, 
to General Jackson: “ I always voted 
against you, sir." 
The company was n at­ 
urally rendered speechless by this u n ­ 
expected 
disclosure, 
and 
the 
scene 
actually looked 
squally; but General 
Jackson put a stopper on the boastful 
individual and avoided further trouble by 
sm ilingly rem arking, “ And I have always 
fought the battles of m y country that you 
m ight enjoy th at privilege.” 
A nother instance of a happy response is 
that of an old Southern Judge—but whether 
Judge by courtesy or in fact, the writer 
cannot state—who m ust have had the fac­ 
ulty of quick and appropriate reply pretty 
well developed, if the story related of him 
is true. 
He had been a tierce Secessionist, 
and the fact was not forgotten when, after 
the war, he re-entered the political arena 
of his native State. Speaking at a certain 
place one evening in the interest of bisow n 
candidacy for Congress, some one in the 
audience, who evidently had a good m em ­ 
ory, inquired :

Sandy, w ith its quiet, its long sunny 
hours and tinkling bells, alw ays in Chris­ 
tian lands lays soruo lingering touch of 
wondrous balm across the weary feet and 
heart, 
litre , at sunny Laie, the sunshine 
seems brighter, the wind seems to hush 
in part its boisterous voice, the birds 
call to each other in softer, sweeter tones, 
and every fine of nature’s face looks 
smoother, brighter and better w hile Sun­ 
day reigns. 
This m orning at about half-past eight 
o’clock 
the bell hanging high 
up in 
the sober-painted wooden church rings 
out 
its 
call 
for 
Sunday-school. 
It 
sounds away off—to the very sea itself. 


Y o u n g and old, all ages, come at its sum ­ 
mons, and tor an hour " the old story" is 
rehearsed in childish ears. 
T h e children here are very num erous— 
that is, for native families. The King and 
many foreigners have rem arked, 011 visit­ 
ing this plantation, the great proportion of 
children compared with other islands. On 
Sunday, their forms arrayed in white or 
light dresses, absurd attem pts to be in 
fashion, 
the 
girls with 
dresses above 
their dark knees, and ruffled painfully, the 
unaccustomed shoes and stockings on, they 
flock from all four quarters to the church. 
A t half-past 9 the bell again [teals its 
summons, and presently nearly the whole 
of the active population of Late m ay be 
seen wending their way to the church on 
the hill. The building is inclosed in a 
neat white picket fence. 
Inside the fence 
tiny beds of geranium and rose hushes 
show their brilliant faces against the fresh 
green background of the ever-present grass. 
There are laces in the church whose fea­ 
tures will startle you w ith their resem­ 
blances to friends for away. 
There are 
long, sharp-featured faces; round, beaming 
eyes; the forms being equally contrasted— 
tall and slender, or tail and stout, short 
and thin, or short and fat. 
But every­ 
where there are dark shining eyes, and the 
general characteristics which m ark this 
H aw aiian race. 
There is Moke (Moses), who looks every 
inch w hat he is, a shrewd native law yer; 
Lua, whose sneering features carry the 
same cvnical sm ile which adorns his pessi­ 
mist white brother’s countenance; and big, 
fat Kleohano, whose shining, fat face glows 
with good n a tu re ; and handsom e Deter 
(K eatakaibonua), whose every feature and 
m ovem ent bespeaks the refined gentleman. 
A nd the women 1 Oh, they are nearly all 
characters. There is Kapo, whose gray 
hair and fined features add dignity to 
her intelligent countenance; and round, 
pretty Mrs. M oke; w hile Nalea’s round, 
homely face is, like her husband Keaoha s, 
brim full of stanch goodness. Then here 
is the usual performance : Out of her seat 
m arches a stately, dignified woman who, 
with solemn countenance, comes up the 
aisle and dem ands of the white woman the 
baby to carry to her seat. 
The whole race are naturally full of a 
graceful dignity of demeanor, rather sav­ 
age in its glum pomposity, but pleasing 
withal. The girls—ah, well, bright eyes, 
round forms, flowing black hair, anil ani­ 
mation in every fine of their full, pretty 
faces, they are nearly all dusky Hebcs. 
B ut there, don’t ask me to-day to go be­ 
neath the sm iling exteriors of all these 
careless, ill-trained lustful people and show 
you what a mass of reckless sin lies be­ 
neath. 
Again turning to the island scenery. Turn 
your ey« s which way you will it is beauti­ 
ful. On the south wave and glisten the green 
corn-fields. Beyond, ami shielding them 
partially from the tierce trade winds, rises 
a black coral hill, whose rugged front is 
hung w ith dropping v in es; their graceful 
fingers twining with loving abandon round 
every rock and tilling, every crevice and 
seam. 
In the ilistance a high m ountain 
juts out into the sea. and with the line of 
clouds and sea close interwoven, form a 
lovely background to the tropic scene. But 
in the gray horizon, one solitary, ribbed, 
round m ound—a dead volcano—stands out 
far at sea, washed by the blue waters of the 
l’acilic, into whose bosom, in ages past, the 
m ighty dead once poured her tears of 
molten lava.

POPULAR SCIENCE. 


Electricity is now applied to the bleach­ 
ing of cotton and linen fabrics. 
The Lumber World says that oiling wood 
with linseed oil, or even with coal oil or 
kerosene, will protect it from worms. 
The cam phor laurel, from which the 
cam phor gum wf commerce is obtained, 
has been successfully introduced into Cali­ 
fornia. It is a native of China. 
Taper gas and water pipes have recently 
been exhibited in V ienna. 
It is claimed 
that they will resist an internal pressure of 
300 pounds, although they are only about 
half an inch thick. 
The bed of the ocean, says a foreign 
writer, is to an enormous extent covered 
with lava and pumice stone. 
Still more 
rem arkable is it to find the floor of the 
ocean covered in m any parts with the dust 
of the meteorites. 
A bridge of concrete, thirty feet in span, 
w th a roadway thirteen feet wide, and 
capable of supporting safely a load of 200' 
tons, was recently built in Switzerland in a 
single day. Two m onths’ tim e was allowed 
forillo complete hardening of the concrete, 
after which time heavy traffic began w ith­ 
out apparent injury to the structure. 
To polish plate-glass and remove slight 
scratches, rub the surface gently, first with 
a clean pad of white cotton-wool, and after­ 
ward with a sim ilar pad covered with cot­ 
ton velvet which has been charged with 
fine rouge. 
The surface will, under this 
treatm ent, acquire a polish of great brill­ 
iancy, quite free from any scratches. 
Various tests of the new French horse­ 
shoe, which is m ade entirely of sheep’s 
horn, show its value for horses used in 
towns and known to have an unsteady foot 
on pavem ents. Horses thus shod have 
been driven at a rapid pace on pavements 
without slipping. Besides this advantage, 
it is said to be more durable and but a trifle 
more expensive than the ordinary horse­ 
shoe. 
W ith a lens made of rock salt it m ay be 
possible to pbotftgraph in the dark. 1 he 
Photographic Hexes stales that Abney has 
succeeded in preparing plates which are 
sensitive to the rays lying beyond the red 
end of the spectrum, the dark heat rays, 
and w ith such [dates used w ith a rock-salt 
lens there should be a possibility of photo­ 
graphing bodies whicli possess a high tem ­ 
perature, although that tem perature may­ 
be far below th at needed to render them 
self-luminous. 
An invention which, it is claimed by gas 
engineers, will revolutionize the present 
sys'em of gas-lighting has just been per­ 
fected hv Dr. Auer 111 the chemical labora­ 
tory of the Vienna University. Briefly 
described, the invention m ay be said ¡0 
consist in rendering a cotton wick incom ­ 
bustible by im pregnating it with a metallic 
liquid. Thus treated, the wick, instead of 
burning, merely glows, emitting a radiance 
not unlike that of the electric light. The 
whole process is very simple, and the great 
advantage of the invention is that it may­ 
be applied to any gas-burner. 
Tbe Pad Hall Gazette says the latest vic­ 
tory in the long-drawn match between the 
gun and the arm or plate has been scored 
in favor of the arm or. A t Spezzia a Ger­ 
m an chilled steel arm or plate, 5 feet 9 
inches in thickness, weighing 100 tons, was 
fixed against the face of the cliff and bat­ 
tered with chilled shot from a 100-ton gnn. 
A thunderbolt weighing nearly a ton was 
hurleil against the face of the plate by tbe 
explosion of 750-weight of puwdtjj, without 
producing more than a slight indentation 
and some trilling cracks. 
Three shots 
failed to m ake any serious impression on 
tne piate. which has thus come off victor iu 
the struggle, 
ft would seem that no shot 
yet invented w ould go through six feet of 
chilled steel. 
Few persons, perhaps, are aware that 


they posses a pair of harps. They are called 
the organs of Corti. after their discoverer 
and are located in the car. They are esti­ 
mated to have 8,700 strings, being, of course, 
microscopic, and varying in length from 
1-500 to 1-200 of an inch. 
If you hold a 
properly-tuned violin near a piano, when 
the E string is struck the E violin string 
will vibrate and sound too; so with all the 
rest. Now, the 8,700 strings of the hum an 
ear harp have suclt a wide compass that 
any appreciable sound in the universe has 
the corresponding tono spring, and the 
sound is conveyed through the connecting 
filament to the auditory nerve, thence to 
the sensoriunt, ami thus a knowledge of 
the sound is received by the m ind. 
The leading medical journal of France 
lias published a pam phlet protesting against 
the extravagant use of artificial m ineral 
waters, which, it sets forth, do the double 
damage of chilling the stomach, thus lav­ 
ing the foundation for gastric catarrh, 
while the limestone held in deposit in the 
carbonated waters finds its way to the kid­ 
neys and eventually produces Bright's dis­ 
ease. The pam phlet also protests against 
ice water as a provocative of catarrh in the 
stomach. 
It further says: “ W ater should 
be drank cool, hut not iced, with the juice 
of quarter or half a lemon in it. Mineral 
water should also be drank w ith a dash of 
lemon. 
W ater should also be swallowed 
slowly. 
It is not the stomach which is 
dry, but the m outh aud throat. 
If you 
toss off a drink of water, you throw it 
through your m outh and throat into your 
stomach without doing the former any good, 
while you injure the iatter by loading it 
with what it does not require. D rink 
slowly, and keep the water iu your mouth 
for a m om ent when you begin, 
If you 
work in a hot room in hot weather, tie a 
dam p cloth around your temples, and you 
will not experience h alf the cravings for 
drink you otherwise would.”

thoG rants are a disinherited race, for their 
grandfathers, it seetus, always squandered 
the fortunes which they ought to have left 
to their eons. A t icast I know that was tlie 
case with m y grandfather.

I 
was there still, standing, but all the sur­

T hat sm ile annoyed m e. I broke out 
again: 
“ Then, w hat on earth do you m ean," I 
cried, " b y telling m e this nonsense about a 
gentleman in gray ?" 
Sydney rose. There was some dignity 
in his m anner. He spoke respectfully, but 
in an injured tone. 
" I beg your pardon, sir—hut I only told 
yon about the gentleman who called, and I 
thought, sir, you might have seen him , for 
lie passed by you. and 1 fancied he nodded 
to you as he passed.” 
Really things had come to a pretty pass! 
Here was niv own servant accusing me of 
seeing invisible phantom s which only ex­ 
isted in his own disordered brain ! 
But there—I will not repeat all the con­ 
versation that followed. I m ust say Sydney 
krpt liis tem per wonderfully, fur 1 lost 
miqo. 
However, we bed a long explana­ 
tion, which ended in this way.

A L I V I N ti IS L A N D . 
T he alligator is not in any way an a t­ 
tractive anim al. On tho contrary, it is 
about as repellent in looks and disposition 
as any living creature can very well be. 
And yet in one respect, at least, it is to be 
envied : it can go through life w ithout ever 
needing a dentist, unless it is to eat him ; 
for it never keeps its teeth long enough to 
give them a chance l«> decay or ache or get 
out of order in any way. W hen an alli­ 
gator's tooth is worn out or broken or in 
need of any kind of repair, it drops out, 
and behold ! a new one is ready to take its 
place. 
But I hardly nec«l to say that the 
alligator's teeth a re a j«jv only to itself. 
A nother peculiarity of the alligator is its 
ability to sleep. 
Likeother reptiles, it isso 
cold-blooded th at it likes warm th and hates 
cold. 
It needs water, too, and as the dry 
season anil the cool season come on regu­ 
larly in Florida, there is a double reason 
why the Florida alligators should go into 
winter quarters. 
It buries itself in the 
m ud after the m anner of its kind and set­ 
tles down for a long nap. 
Sometimes it hapoena that grass and 
quick-growing shrubs spring up on 
tbe 
back of this torpid anim al. As a rule these 
are all shaken or washed off when, with 
the first warm rains, the alligator rouses 
itself and makes for the water; hut occa­ 
sionally, for some reason, the m ud clings 
and with it the plant growth, so that when 
the half-awakened creature slides into the 
water and floats stupidly otf, it looks like a 
floating island. 
In one such instance, a plover was so de­ 
ceived as to build its nest in the plant- 
growth on the alligator's back. The living 
island so freighted fioated slowly down the 
stream until it was noticed by a party of 
boys who were o at fishing. They saw the 
plover rise from the little island, and sus­ 
pecting a nest 1o he there, they gave up 
their fishing and rowed out to it. 
They never suspected the nature of the 
island until they had bum ped their boat 
rather rudely into it once or twice, and so 
vexed the alligator that it opened its huge 
m outh with a startling suddenness that 
brought a thorns of yells from tho nest- 
robbers, and sent them otf in a tit mood to 
sym pathize with the plover, whieh was 
fluttering about and crying piteously at the 
raid upon its nest. 
The poorbir.I was doomed to lose its nest, 
however, for the alligator, having at lust 
been thoroughly aroused, discovered hoiv 
hungry it was, and dived down in search 
of food, thus washing off island, nest and 
all.—John 11.

Bum blebees i s Demand.—Darwin made 
some experiments in regard to the fertiliza­ 
tion of Howere by insect agency, one cf 
whieh I will transcribe. 
H e selected one 
hundred heads of red clover, which he ex­ 
cluded from the visits of insects, but gave 
them the other requisites of reproduction, 
viz.. sunlight and moisture. 
He also se­ 
lected one hundred heads and left them free 
to the visits of insects, with the following 
results : the one hum lred heads that the in­ 
sects did not get to failed to produce a sin­ 
gle seed, while those that were visited by 
the insects produced 27,000 seeds, thus 
showing that insects are a great factor in 
the fertilization of flowers. Red clover 
was introiluced into Australia, and seed 
taken Irom here would grow and produce 
a good crop; but there was one great draw­ 
back, and that was this, the clover would 
not reproduce itself; they could not raise 
seed from it, as the proper insect necessary 
t«> its fertilization was wanting. Tiiey then 
introduced several colonies of bumblebees, 
after which the clover bore seed the same 
as in this country.—Exchange.

They were 
carefully m ade on a frieml who took 
weighed «quantities of food daily, and while 
these rem ained e«qual doubling the quan­ 
tity of water had no measurable effect on 
the weight of the body. Still, it ia quite 
possible that the old theory of thirst cure 
and the new theory of hot water cure may 
both be correct. Both violate the natural 
conditions of health. Scalding hot water, 
like tea or coffee, or gr«jg of sim ilar tem ­ 
perature, unquestionably injures the teeth, 
stomach, and other organs concerned in 
the eatly stages of digestion, and it is very 
probable that deficiency of liquid im peles 
the latter stages, whereby the chyme, by 
the aid oi the digesting tluids, become* 
converted into chyle and blood. 
A fat 
m an may easily become thinner by injur­

THE PASSEI5E OF FOOLS. 


A few days ago the telegraph informed 
us that a woman, gambling at the public 
tables of Monte Cqrlo lost $30,000, and as 
a fitting finale to her lolly committed sui- 
(ide. 
She was the seventy-sixth self­ 
murderer at Monte (arlo the present sea­ 
son. 
The tables of that infamous resort 
have turned out, therefore, an exceedingly 
large product of despair, crime and ruined 
hopes. 
There ought to be no surprise at 
tlds. nor ninth sympathy wasted upon the 
victims; hut any amount of indignation 
should lie expressed for the Government 
tit t licenses this bail hole. 
Monaco is the 
oldest and the smallest kingdom in the 
world. 
Monto Carlo is the chief part of 
Monaco. 
It is said that one can shoot an 
arrow across the principality at any part 
of it. 
It is ruled by a Prince, who is a 
direct descendant of the Grimaldi of the 
tenth century, "ho ejected the Saracens 
from his territory. 
The most of ills do­ 
main tills Prince lets to a company of 
Frenchmen who have tiiere a magnificent 
hotel and all the lures of a fashionable 
hell. 
It is a popular resort, and the guide- 
Igioks dwell upon the fine hotels and their 
respectability, the baths, the salubrious at­ 
mosphere, rare views over the Mediter. 
ranean, and the equable climate, the same 
summer and winter. 
They no more than 
name the fact that there are “ play rooms,” 
ball rooms, eta, in the Casino. 
This de­ 
lectable place, lias its Patron Saint, whose 
Jete is celebrated on the fifth of January. 
As to how ninth tribute the gamblers pay 
at the shrine of their holy patron we have 
no information, but it is of course a round 
sum. 
Monte Carlo is but nine miles from 
Nice, and while its resident population is 
but 7,000, its contiguity to great cities, its 
ease of access and the attraction of its 
gara’uling-tablcs keep up the number of 
people in the place at all times to twice 
that figure. 
The people of Monaco in one 
respect arc favored, they pay no taxes, all 
revenue being the wages of sin. 
W ith 
vise discrimination and patriarchal care 
the Prince permits 
none of itis sub­ 
jects to 
pl-.v at 
the ganibling-tables. 
The principality being small and the 
number of violent deaths being great, the 
Government permits the removal of dead 
Indies without the usual lapse of some 
months, required hv most European coun­ 
tries. 
It is perhaps the part of wisdom, 
for if all the suicides were disposed of 
upon the rocky soil of Monaco, there 
might not lie room presently for the living 
gamblers. 
Possibly gaining in Monaco is 
no worse than any where elsew here it is 
lieoiwd, but it- results appear to be rather 
tin ire tragic than any where e'se. W hether 
this is due to the fact that the habitues 
of the place are of a desperate class, or 
because they are influenced by peculiar 
i s al surroundings, lias not been deter­ 
m in'd. As a rule, the people who gamble 
at M into Carlo arc of fashionable sets 
ami the nobility. 
When these lose they 
can face tiie world with their ruin with 
1: - none balance than the ordinary gam­ 
bler who loaos bis little all,and skirmishes 
id»nit the world for new capital. 
lint the 
s .o.cu'y-six suicides at Monte Carlo for the 
s i - n to date, beginning about June 30th. 
. .d ilnis furnishing more than one corpse 
i day, preach sermons 
that need no 
pulpits, nor any repetition in print. 
The 
f ■ 1- will never all be dead ; not even stri- 
■ 1, ami Monte Carlo will work their cs- 
t. rmination. 
Yet it would seem even 
the 
fools 
ought 
to 
know 
that 
the 
fact 
that 
the 
French 
syndi- 
< aie 
backs the 
green cloth hanks at 
Ab'i.te ( arlo with a capital of $3,000,000, 
pays the entire ex[>oiise of the govern­ 
ment of Monaco, and declares twelve and 
fifteen per cent, dividends semi-annually, 
makes their 
chances of gain 
against 
such 'idds exceedingly small, and thus 
Is 
warned by the caution of ordinary 
lri-hnes-. 
A strange thing about gaming 
at Monte Carlo is the fact that people will 
go there and plav who arc horrified at 
home with the idea of association with or 
rei-ognition of a gambler. 
They somehow 
* m i to excuse folly that has a Prince and 
a patron saint and a stock company and 
the fashionable world behind it. 
Yet 
gau: Jimr and gamesters are the -ame the 
v ,:ld 
over—and so 
are the victims. 
Gaming levels 
distinctions 
ruthlessly. 
The woman who lost and died by her own 
hand in Monaco was but a tyi>e ot nun 
and women who gamble anywhere else. 
Those who blow out their brains in the 
Casino, or drown themselves in the blue 
Mediterranean after a night in Monte 
Carlo, are known to have been led to the 
act of insanity by the gaming tables. 
There are men and women who take their 
ow n lives because of gaining in other 
land?-, and our ow n ; but their act is less 
seldom known to have a direct relation 
with the true cause than in Monaco. 
Gaming brings many a man to face the 
pistol held by his own hand in other parts 
n i the world as well as there, but in 
Monte 
Carlo the 
excuse of business 
troubles, infelicity in the family, etc, 
counts for nothing. 
The grim truth con­ 


fronts grim death in that hell, and there 
are no concealments. 


A MATIEB OF PRINCIPLE. 


in the adoption of a report seating dele­ 
gates elected bv a County Convention called 
under primaries as against those appointed 
by a Central Committee, the Democratic 
State Convention simply did wliat it was 
hound to do if it has any regard for prin­ 
ciple. 
All this contention iu the Demo­ 
cratic camp about appointing delegates 
and electing them concerns a principle 
that the party cannot monopolize.

When it was 
attempted a few weeks ago in the Repub­ 
lican party in Sacramento the R ecord- 
i ’s'tos' voiced the sentiment of the people 
of the party in protesting and in calling 
for action to prevent the wrong. 
The re­ 
sult was the abandonment of the eflbrt to 
“ appoint,” and the call for primaries and 
a Convention. 
There are two great parties. 
To have 
either of these set a precedent such as that 
objected to, in our opinion, would be a 
direct assault upon the indisputable doc­ 
trine that the Government is safest and 
best that is closest to the people in all its 
detail-. 
A party that puts up candidates 
chosen by delegates named by a com­ 
mittee that ignores the right 
of 
the 
party voter to choose his own representa­ 
tives. in case of its success carries into the 
Government unrepresentative officers, and 
encourages the building up of a ruling 
class distinct from the people. 
It would 
he, in such a case, an invasion of the doc­ 
trine that all government should spring 
from the consent of tlie governed. 
When, 
therefore, 
Democrats ask the Rix'or.n- 
U nion “ What business is this of yours?” 
We reply it is the business of every self- 
respecting American citizen. 
As there is 
a possibility that your party may remain 
dominant in the State Government, it be­ 
comes of lively interest to all what meth­ 
ods you adopt to choose those who may 
hold the reins of government. 
Moreover. 
;tn independent journal, though 
predi- 
lictiuns are for one or the other party, dis­ 
cusses al! public questions,, and is not to 
¡•e questioned even as to its right to do 
so. 
Thus much to our Democratic con­ 
temporaries who are concerned about the 


R k c o r p -U x io n ’s opinions. 
When Demo­ 
cratic journals cease to take any critical 
interest in Republican activity, it will be 
time enough for them to object to the in­ 
dependent press debating the right and 
wrong action of any political party that 
demands the control of the government. 


EARTHQUAKES. 


Scientists at the East seem to lie agreed 
that there is what is known as a “ weak 
lin e” along the east base of the Appa­ 
lachian range, where, by the contraction of 
the earth, the lateral pressure causea tlie 
upheaval of rocks, or tlie falling away 
from the inner crust of the earth, and 
these produce waves which we know as 
earthquakes. 
But tliev are not agreed 
that this line extends as far southward as 
Charleston, S. C. 
Indeed, the burden of 
opinion seems to lie that tlie disaster at 
that place was due to a wave having its 
origin in the deep sea eastward. 
Rut this 
is conjecture, with only the faintest rea­ 
sons for its support—reasons much like 
those advanced to maintain other theories 
of the mysterious action of nature— that no 
others are known to he true. 
It is possible 
that a sea-born earthquake and one origi 
nating inland conjoined precisely at the 
same hour, differing just enough as to 
minutes in tlie time of manifestation and 
as to motion to suggest the idea that there 
were two earthquakes. 
The theory that 
active volcanoes bad immediate or cvca 
remote relation to the great disturbances 
of the week must be abandoned, because 
no volcano is now in abnormal eruption or 
shows more than ordinary activity. More­ 
over, there are no volcanic mountains in 
the region 
affected on this 
continent, 
and volcanic 
remains arc even 
rare. 
The truth is, the real causes‘of earth­ 
quakes are not known, not demonstrated, 
nor are they likely to he established. 
Generally it is believed that the central 
earth is of great heat, possibly a storage- 
place of great masses of lava, and that 
there are evolved there gases which break 
their way through the crust. 
But there is 
well-founded belief also that all earth 
crust disturbance is due to exterior causes, 
as, 
for 
instance, electrical 
discharges. 
Professor LeConte, of this State, gives the 
not comforting assurance that California 
has a “ line of weakness” also, and that it 
extends from Niles, Alameda county, to 
Mount Hamilton, Santa Clara county. The 
only consolation in this theory is in the 
fact that, even if it be sound, the line of 
weakness is very short, and tlie area of any 
possible disturbance of the surface must, 
therefore, be very much circumscribed.

battle that has faced that city. 
It is very 
gratifying to know that her pros|>eets now 
are exceeding bright, and that the late 
fair demonstrates that the sunounding 
region is flourishing and contributing to 
the support of our sister city naturally, 
fullv and to the great benefit of lioth.

ROPOLITAN THEATER. 


The September “ Overland” (San Fran­ 
cisco) opens with a striking story of the 
Bret Hurto school, “ The Lone Woman of 
Keya Paha Mountain,” by John Milton 
Holfaian. The other fiction of the num­ 
ber is a story of Oregon or Washington 
Territory,cailed “Janet Craig,” and an in­ 
stallment of the dramatic Mexican serial, 
in which the two principal characters, 
Chata and Chiuiia, make their advent upon 
tlie stage prepared by tlie previous chap­ 
ters.

The San Francisco Examiner publishes 
this sketch of Mr. iiartiett: “ Washington 
Bartlett. Mayor of San Francisco, is a 
Soutliener by birth, having been born in 
Savannah, Georgia, on February 39, 1824, 
which would make him now something 
over 02 years of age. 
The snow-white 
hair and beard, which add an expression ot 
venerable dignity to his fine face, also 
cause him to seem somewhat older than he 
really is. 
Until grown to manhood he re­ 
mained in bis native State, where he ob­ 
tained his education, finally removing to 
Tallahassee, Florida. Here be embarked 
in the newspaper business, but soon caught 
the California fever and emigrated to this 
State. 
He arrived here early in 1S49, 
bringing with him a press and printing 
outfit, with which, eariy in 1830. lie began 
publishing the first San Francisco daily 
ever issued. 
Unlike many of the other 
early Argonauts, he did liot’sutler himself 
to be drawn away in pursuit of the fabu­ 
lous gold specter of the mines, but re­ 
mained in the city, striving by an earnest 
attention to his business to win that com­ 
petency which others sought by more un­ 
certain, if more attractive and romantic, 
means. From the first lie «¡nnifested a 
great interest in the affairs of the city and 
county, and in 18.VJ was elected County 
Clerk.'being twice re-elected, the last time 
in 1837. The previous year He ran for 
Auditor, but was defeated. In 1870 he suc­ 
ceeded the deceased James W. Cutter a3 
Harbor Commissioner, by appointment of 
Governor William Irwin, his term expiring 
ill 1872. In the following year he was sent 
from San Francisco to the State Senate. 
H is first election to the Mayoralty was in 
1882, when he defeated M. C. Blake by a 
majority of 2,326. Two years later he re­ 
ceived a yet larger majority, 2,824 in all, 
over W in. L. Merry, though tlie National 
Democratic ticket was defeated by 4,322 
votes.” 
Of Mr. Tarpey it says: 
“ M. F. Tarpey. 
Alameda's ' favorite son,' while taking an 
active interest in politics, has rarely sought 
office. 
His long business life has been 
marked by success, and in the care of his 
interests most of his time has been spent. 
For years he was engaged in the mining 
industry, and latterly in cattle raising. 
During' his long resilience in Alameda 
conntj- he has been a leader in the local 
Democratic organization, and it is largely 
through his efforts that the heavy Republi­ 
can majority h¡u been signally decreased."

ifornia, and on the boards of which some 
of the brightest stars in the theatrical fir­ 
mament achieved their first successes, or 
laid the foundations of their brilliant ca­ 
reers. Wherefore its name lias become 
hallowed by association with the dead past; 
and. though it has itself faded into history, 
the memory of 
ITS EAST Cll.OIty 
W ill be cherished not only by “ the oldest 
inhabitant” of the city, but also by scores of 
veteran actors and actresses, who have in 
later years achieved fame in their calling 
before theYootlights of the leading theaters 
of the world. From its ruins, and with the 
prestige of the old Metropolitan's name and 
fame, lias sprung tlie present beautiful tem­ 
ple of tlie drama, to which reference isahove 
made—tiie new Metropolitan Theater of 
Sacramento. Thanks to the enterprise and 
public spirit of the lady who owns this line 
property, the Capital City can truthfully 
lay claim to one of the handsomest and 
miist comfortable theaters on the conti­ 
nent. In order to properly describe the in­ 
terior finish of the new Metropolitan, 
which is just approaching completion, one 
should bo schooled in the intricacies of 
architectural forms and terms of expres­ 
sion, as well as in tlie decorative and many 
of the mechanical arts. 
It must be seen to 
be appreciated, and even then the eye can­ 
not, within the space ot a few hours, take 
in a comprehensive view of the place, with 
all the details attending the accomplish­ 
ment of such perfect and elaborate work­ 
manship. 
In this enterprise no expense 
lias been spared. Tlie best decorative talent 
and professional and mechanical skill at­ 
tainable has been availed of, and the result 
lias been such a happy combination and 
harmony of the several branches of work 
that it would be difficult for the most ex­ 
acting to find augbt of which to complain. 


FRESH AND KEW. 
The entire interior of the building is 
new, from basement to ceiling. The main 
entrance, which was formerly at the south­ 
east corner ot the auditorium, has been 
changed to the center. The passage-way 
from the street is 16 feet in width, and 
divided into tw o, vestibules, 
by which 
means all draughts of air from without can 
be cut off from the interior. 
The floor of 
the outside vestibule is laid in tiles of hand­ 
some design, and lias two low steps of 
marble leading to the inner. The wails 
and ceiling are elaborately but tastefully 
frescoed in bold designs, while the finish of 
the inner vestibule is more delicate. 
The 
walls of the latter are elegantly tinted, and 
the ceiling is 
embellished with grace­ 
ful and poetic designs, including the em­ 
blems of music, etc. 
At the termination 
of the main entrance is a wide lobby, run­ 
ning the entire width of the auditorium. 
On the left is a broad stairway leading to 
the gallery, and at the right-hand, or east 
end of the lobby, are dressing ami toilet 
rooms for ladies arid gétti’etuen. At either 
end of the lobby is a nine-foot entrance to 
the dress-circle, while in the center, and 
directly in front of the main entrance, are 
doors opening upon the five stalls, arranged 
in European style, in the rear of the dress- 
circie. There is no central aisle in the lat­ 
ter, but one leading from each o f the 
comer entrances down to the parquet. 


THE DRESS-CIRCLE SEATS 
Are the most comfortable of all the mod­ 
ern styles. They are made o f dark ma­ 
hogany wood, and upholstered in garnet 
plush, both nt (lie backs and on the hot 
toms, the latter being provided with ex­ 
cellent springs. The scats tilt backward, 
as well as fold up in front. The rows are 
wide apart, enabling persons to pass be­ 
tween them when the seats are occupied 
without necessitating the occupants rising. 
On either side of tlie parquette are two ele­ 
gantly fitted-up proscenium boxes, each 
capable of accommodating eight persons 
comfortably. 
Above the front of each is 
suspended a handsome lambrequin of silk 
plush and old-golil Japanese silk, the colors 
of which harmonize charmingly with those 
of the surrounding decorations. The rail­ 
ing dividing the dress-circle from the par­ 
quette is upholstered in garnet plush, and 
the entire walls of the back and sides are 
frescoed in gold, gray and blue, producing 
a most pleasing effect upon the eye. 
The gallery is. also provided with patent 
folding chairs, and its finish is such that 
it compares favorably with the dress-circle 
in most first-class theateis. One thing is 
noticeable—the entire stage can be sem 
from every scat in the house, both above 
and below". Three windows on each side 
of the gallery provide excellent means of 
ventilation. 
Beside the two main 
en­ 
trances to the dress circle, already referred 
to. there is a door on each side, midway 
between the rear and the stage, which also 
connects with the lobby. 
From the gallery 
there are three doors and two stairs that 
can be used as a means of egress in case of 
emergency. The ceiling ot the auditorium 
is perhaps the most elaborate and briiliant, 
yet harmonious, piece of fresco decoration 
on 
the 
coast. 
The center represents 
the skv, 
around 
which 
are 
floral 
and 
oilier 
graceful 
designs, 
brill­ 
iant 
in 
coloring 
and 
artistically 
blended. This branch of the work is done 
after the renaissance style. Above the drop- 
curtain, and confronting the audience, is a 
magnificent architectural front, with figures 
of cherubim in has relief and bronze, sur­ 
mounted by a well-executed portrait of 
Shakespeare. On either side is a repre­ 
sentation of a suspended banner bearing a 
full-size picture of a goddess. Notwith­ 
standing tlie handsome appearance of the 
interior of the theater, as presented from 
the auditorium, 


THE "EFFECT FROM THE STAGE 
Is even more picasing. 
From the latter 
standpoint the richness of the upholstery 
and mahogany wood-work contrast finely 
with the briiliant colors of the frescoing 
and the display of gilding below the 
proscenium boxes and around tlie front of 
the gallery. The stage itself is 40 feet deep 
by 00 in length, and is entirely new. 
There are fifteen dressing-rooms in all, 
some of them beneath the stage and some 
above, and a spacious green-room has been 
added on the west side of tlie stage. 
Four 
doors provide abundant means of egress 
from the latter to the alley. The stage 
has what none on the coast can boast 
of—adjustible grooves for tbe reception of 
scenery of different dimensions. 
These 
grooves are double-jointed and hung with 
chains, by which they can be adjusted to 
“ flics” of any length. This is an advant­ 
age that will be appreciated in this era of 
specialty business, when so many com­ 
panies are compelled to carry their scenery 
with them about the country. The entire 
stage machinery is of tlie latest and best 
invention, and much of it (especially that ¡ 
above mentioned) of a kind not met with 
in any other California theater. The space 
reserved for the orchestra is separated from 
the parquet by a bronzed iron railing, 
which extends the full length of the stage. 
The frescoing and decorative work was 
done by Moretti A Frezzini, of San Francisco, 
and it is certainly very fine. 
But we most 
condemn tbe bad taste which prompted 
these otherwise tasteful artists to emblazon 
their own names, or “ imprint,” upon the 
ceiling over the proscenium archway. 
Itis 
wholly out of place, and the act cannot re­ 
ceive other than severe criticism from per­ 
sons of taste and judgment in sucli matters. 
A. Alborelli (representing L. Krein. of 
Sac Francisco) did the excellent upholster­ 
ing. and the carpenter-work and plumbing 
were done, respectively, by McCaffrey A 
Son and Thomas J. Seoit. 


A MASTER O f HIS ART. 
The scenic painter is Wm. T. Porter, a 
gentleman who enjoys a national reputa­ 
tion in his profession, having painted 
scenery for nearly all the prominent thea­ 


ters of the country. He came to this coast 
in the palmy days of the California Thea­ 
ter, when ii was tlie leading one on the 
coast, with McCullough and Barrett at its 
head. Since then he has made his home 
in this State, finding here enough work for 
his ready brush. Mr. Porter says he has 
fitted out thirty-two theaters with sets of 
scenery, but that the new Metropolitan 
starts out with a better and more complete 
outfit than any that ever came within his 
' experience. He completed yesterday no 
less than eighteen entire set’s, beside the 
elaborate drop-curtain, of which the follow­ 
ing is a list: Perspective street scene, Panze 
House, castle flats, village flats, light and 
dark w;oods tforests),cut wood (hewn forest), 
garden scene, landscape, horizon, moun­ 
tain pass and waterlail, two-door fancy 
chamber, center-door fancy chamber, pal­ 
ace arch, gothic chamber, plain chamber, 
kitchen, prison and oak chamber; also, a 
set house, set cottage, two rows of set rocks, 
two rows of tail rocks, two rows of fore­ 
ground and two rows of set water, standing 
drapery, wood borders, panel borders, ar­ 
chitectural borders, straight sky and arch 
sky, etc. 
THE DROr-CCRTAIN, 
Also the work of Mr. Porter, is a magnifi­ 
cent piece of art. It is thirty feet broad, 
by thirty-nine feet in liight. 
The idea is 
taken from Moore’s celebrated poem of 
Lallali Rookh, and the spirit of the poem 
is carried out to the letter, it represents a 
picture of Paradise, with the Peri at the 
gate of Eden, standing disconsolate; 
” A nd us slie listen'd to th e Springs 
Uf Life w ithin, like m usic flowing, 
An.I caught the light upon her wings 
Through the half-open portal glowing. 
She wept to think her recreant roce 
should e’er have lost that glorious place!” 
The artist has done him self great credit 
in the painting of this beautiful scene, so 
full of poetry and sentiment. 
His concep­ 
tion of the poet's fancy—as shown in the 
celestial character of the entire scene, in­ 
cluding the chaste and weeping Peri—is 
true to the theme of the story, and cannot 
fail to elicit the most favorable comment 
from those capable of passing intelligent 
judgment thereon. Altogether, little can 
be found in his work deserving of unfavor­ 
able criticism. 


T H E MANAGING ARCHITECT. 
The details of the entire work have been 
under the charge of the well-known archi­ 
tect, Colonel A. M. Gray who has made a 
specialty of theatrical architecture. This 
makes the fourteenth thealer the construc­ 
tion or remodeling of w hich Colonel Gray 
has superintended, and he has no hesitancy 
in dec faring that it is the best of all. in ­ 
deed, to the average person it does not ap­ 
pear that any mistakes, of however trifling 
import, have been made, 
if tiiere have, it 
would require the practical eye and judg­ 
ment of all expert to detect them. 
THE LESSEE. 
The new Metropolitan Theater has been 
leased for a term of years by F. A. Church, 
of this city, a gentleman of excellent busi­ 
ness qualifications, and whose purpose it is 
to make the theater the leading one in the 
interior ol the Stale. It will be opened on 
Monday next by A. M. Palmer's celebrated 
Eastern company, now playing a remark­ 
able engagement at the Baldwin Theater in 
San Francisco. The opening attraction 
will be " Our Society.”

E x c u rs io n s and Immigration Work. 
W hen the Northern California Immigra­ 
tion Association, with 
headquarters at 
Sacramento, was formed, almost the first 
work of the Secretary was to induce the 
railroads and excursion companies to com­ 
mence running excursions from the East to 
tisis city. There were obstacles in the way 
then, in the nature of railroad complica­ 
tions, that could not be overcome. 
These 
complications were removed last winter, 
and the Secretary again had considerable 
correspondence with the Central and Union 
Pacific officials about the matter, and they 
seemed favorable to some effective arrange­ 
ment, but the cut-rate war intervened, and 
then the Grand Army Encampment, so 
that up to a few days ago nothing had been 
effected. 
W hile the Convention was in 
session in I.os Angeles the Secretary visited 
that section and obtained the statistics of 
the excursion companies which had head­ 
quarters there. 
Upon his return he again 
wrote to the railway officials, and now is 
in receipt of a letter from Mr. Goodman, 
which is a promise that the matter will be 
arranged if possible, and at an early day. 
These excursion companies have their 
offices in someone of the large Eastern cities, 
from which their agents go into the cottn- 
trv towns, and, by judicious advertisement 
o f the sunny health resorts, fertile lands 
and winterless climate of ¡lie section to 
Which they run, they are enabled to organ­ 
ize excursions of Slid or .".00 excursionists. 
The Atlantic is the only one of the roads 
which has 
been 
doing 
this 
business. 
That road has an arrangement with four 
companies that each tiring an excursion to 
Los Angeles every month. 
In that way 
•he 
oí thorn section is advertised and 
boomed. 
Lost 
year 
those 
companies 
brought a thousand people a month there. 
It that much, or even one-half that, can be 
done here, our boom will he started. There 
will be a consultation in S an Francisco to­ 
cay between the 3gents of the trans-conti­ 
nental lines and the Secretary, and it is to 
be hoped that the result will’ be favorable.

The cases of II. A. llornlein, John Marsh, 
J. W. Maxwell, George Loogan and George 
WbmMe, charged with violation of the 
gaming law, were called in the Police Court 
yesterday for examination. .Something of 
a sensation was created hv Judge llenry 
remarking, at the outset, that lie had re- 
cer-eb information to the effect that some­ 
body hi authority had notified the parties 
defendant that an arrest would be made at 
a particular hour; and, as a consequence, 
some of the features of the “ hokey-pokey” 
game were omitted at the time the officers 
made the arrest.

MILITARY 
NOTES. 


N a tio n a l G uard M atters—Som e 
T im ely 
S u g g estio n s. 
Judging from the action taken at the 
meeting of the National Guard Officers’ 
Association of California, held in San 
Francisco August 30th, there is a spirit 
abroad among the rank and file of the State 
forces which will insist upon a ptoper 
recognition of the services given the State 
by officers and men—at least to the extent 
of being enabled to decently clothe them­ 
selves, so that in addition to the time 
given free to the State they will not have 
to go down into their pockets and furnish 
money for clothing, accouterments, etc., 
from their private funds. The Association 
proposes te ask that the force be increased 
from forty to fifty companies, the additional 
companies to be recruited in places where 
there are no National Guard forces at pres­ 
ent. To further ask that the sum of $90,­ 
000 be appropriated toward the purchase of 
uniforms and equipments. This would 
give about $1,000 to eac’u company only. 
To have a bill passed by the next ’ Legis­ 
lature authorizing the 'construction of ar­ 
mories. after the matter is submitted to a 
vote of the people of the State at the next 
general election, as the law' requires, and to 
see to it that appropriations are made to 
curry out the provisions of the law as at 
present constituted in reference to annual 
encampments, etc. This is not too much to 
request, and will no doubt be granted. E very 
candidate for the Senate anti Assembly is 
to be canvassed as to how he stands oh the 
foregoing propositions before thel election 
takes place, and whatever action 'is taken 
by the Officers' Association will be backed 
up by the entire force and its friends, to a 
man. If something is not done, there is 
danger that the most efficient companies 
and regiments in the .State will disband. 
It is intended that every company in the 
State will be equally benefited by the pro­ 
posed legislation, and the tact that the peo­ 
ple of the Slate appreciate the services of 
the National Guard liy such legislation 
would put renewed lile into the State 
troops. Adjutant-General Cosby, General 
Carey, General Shepherd and other officers 
from the interior were present at the meet­ 
ing, which was very largely attended. The 
next meeting will beheld about tlia middle 
of October, due notice of which will be 
given. 
ONE T1HNO VERY NOTICEABLE 
Of late in meetings held in San Francisco, 
it is the fact that officers located there 
concede that there are some of the National 
Guard companies outside of that city whose 
welfare must be considered, and this is 
quite a change from the spirit which pre­ 
vailed not a long time back, and is as it 
should be. 
It will not be a great while, we 
believe, before the armory ot the First Ar­ 
tillery will be State property, and if the 
population increases there will be six com­ 
panies, instead of four, in Sacramento, all 
comfortably housed in one building. 
There will be a battalion drill of the city 
companies at the armory next Wednesday 
evening, September Slh, Major McKee in 
command. There will be no dress parade, 
as the regimental band will lie engaged at 
the 1’avilion. 
Orders for the September 
shoot have not yet been issued. ’ There

there 
some day after the State Fair terminates. 
The matter will probably be discussed by 
the officers at the monthly meeting to be 
held next Monday evening. Regimental 
Orders No. 11 details Captain Hail as the 
President of a Court-martial, which is 
called to meet next Monday evening at 
headquarters for the trial of any delinquents 
who may be reported by the commanders 
of companies.

T H E R IO » OF PROM ISE. 
[By Rev. Jacob A. Biddie, Canandaigua, N. Y.] 
" It shail come to pass, when I bring a cloud 
over the earth, that the bow shall be seen iu the 
cloud."—O"», ¿o, H. 
One of the saddest farts that meets us in 
this world is hum an sorrow. Next to hu­ 
man sir..with which it is closely connected, 
sorrow is the most difficult of explanation 
of all the ugly facts of this curious earth. 
Studied simply as one of the phenomena of 
the race, as the optician studies light, it 
becomes an object of deep interest. 
W hat 
is this power in hum an life that casts a 
shadow over our feasts, that tem pers all 
our joys, that makes us groan and weep 
bitter tears? 
W hence is it? F or what 
purpose? 
H ow is it produced? 
How 
avoided? How relieved? But we cannot 
approach it in a scientific mood. It touches 
us too closely. It wrenches our nerves. It 
plagues our homes. 
It floods our hearts. 
It is too personal to lie viewed with simple 
curiosity. 
Nor would we find light by 
such a cold-blooded process. Sorrow is one 
of those deep facts ot the nice that Can be 
touched by no superficial study. 
It lies 
upon the surface like a float upon the wa­ 
ter. hut it is chained to a weight th at lies 
at tiie very bottom of the sea, far beneath 
the depth of our short sounding-line of ob­ 
servation or experim ent. The impotence 
of science to comprehend or relieve it is 
powerfully represented in that scene in 
“ Macbeth” where Macbeth calls the phy­ 
sician. who is treating the case of his sor­ 
row-burdened and conscience-stricken wife, 
and says, in brief, despairing to n es; 
thou not m inister to a mind diseased. 
ITuck from the memory a rootcu sorrow. 
Haze out the written troubles of the brain, 
And with some sweet oblivious antidote 
(tlianse the stuffed bosom of that perilous stuff 
Which weighs upon the heart?" 
And when tho physican confesses liis ina­ 
bility— 
Throw physic to tile dogs; I’ll none of it," 
cries tho infuriated Macbetli. as m any an­ 
other lists cried when he has seen how im ­ 
potent were hum an learning and strength 
to reach those deep-seated troubles of the 
heart. 
If pain came only to the wicked, 
its existence would not be so perplexing; 
but when innocence is made to writhe, 
and righteousness is stretched in agony, 
when the stainless Christ and the brulal 
robber are alike sufferers on the cross, the 
problem becomes more and more compli­ 
cated. 
It m ay relieve and encourage U3 if we 
study tlie teaching of the Bible, upon this 
point. 
1. The Bible recognizes the fact of sor­ 
row with great plainness. 11 Man is born 
to trouble, as sparks fly upw ard." 
The 
Bible would not be the Book of hum anity 
if it failed to state clearly the exact condi­ 
tion of m ankind. The object of its mes­ 
sage is to relieve and save the world ; but 
it never understates the moral weakness or 
sad condition of the world. It never speaks 
slightingly or despairingly of sorrow or 
sin. 
But with a steady, honest purpose 
and a clear eye, it paints in true colors just 
exactly w hat man is, w hat is his condition, 
and then offers him its help. 
It says : 
“ Man th at is born of woman is full of 
trouble.” 
It does not go round the fact 
that sorrow is the lot of the good as well 
as the bad. “ Though I wash my hands in 
innocency, yet am 1 chastened and plagued 
every morning.” 
In that great roll-call of 
of the heroic dead, in the eleventh chapter 
of Hebrews, we read of those “ of whom 
the world was not worthy ; sawn asunder, 
wandering about in sheepskins and goat­ 
skins, destitute, 
atllicted, 
torm ented.” 
Here is no evasion of the difficulty. The 
cloud is on the earth. We know it is, for 
we have seen it. 
It is of no use to deny 
tiie fuct. So, liow painfully expressive are 
the epithets of the sacred w riters; “ M ourn­ 
ers," “ weary,” “ heavy-laden," “ passing 
through the water,” " walking through the 
lire." 
Everyone of 
these words 
and 
piirases expresses one of our own experi­ 
ences. So is this great Book a m irror in 
which we may see the true image of the 
hum an race. This is a world of heartaches, 
sighs, tears and groans. 
" The air is full of farewells to tho dying. 
And mournings for the dead." 
The clouds arise in our brightest sky. 
The temjiests howl about our quiet homes. 
There is sorrow on land and sea. 
2. But the Bible goes further. 
It tells us 
th at the sorrows of life are of God’s ap ­ 
pointm ent. 
W hen I bring the cloud over 
the earth." 
The clouds do not arise by 
accident. They do not grow out of vaYancy. 
" I bring the cloud,” saith the Lord. Clouds 
are not som ething to be apologized for, as 
if they were a blemish on nature, as if they 
were interlopers into an otherwise world of 
sunshine. Clouds are as much a part of 
God's good creation as are suns and stars. 
They m ight be a blemish in some worlds 
and states of existence. But in this world, 
in our present state, they help to complete 
the excellence of nature, just as shadows 
help to pel feet a landscape, or rolling waves 
a picture of the ocean shore. 
tío, suffering is a part, a necessary part, 
of our earthly life. It is so by divine ap­ 
pointm ent. 
It is not a blemish upon this 
world, or on our present state of develop­ 
m ent. 
It would doubtless be out of place, 
iu heaven. 
It would be an interloper 
there. 
But here, susceptibility to pain is a 
mark of advancem ent in civilization and 
refinement. As beings become inore per­ 
fect in their organization, and more ad­ 
vanced in their development of bodily, 
m ental, and spiritual functions, their sensi­ 
bility to suffering increases. Tiie plant has 
no feeling. The jelly-fish or worm is less 
sensitive than the canary or the horse. 
(Tie bird and beast suffer less than men. 
T he savage suffers less than the civilized 
m an. 
The woman of delicacy of taste, re- 
linemer.t of nature, and great moral and 
spiritual accomplishm ent is a thousand 
times more susceptible to pain than the 
rough, stupid boor who knows only haw to 
perform his daily tasks. 
It is al.-o true 
that she lias more w ays of protecting her­ 
self from pain than be. But it is easily seen 
that sensitiveness to suffering is a m ark of 
progress. 
A relined fast ■ is offended more 
easily than a depraved one. A quick, 
sensitive conscience is troubled far more 
than a 
seared on. 
A deeply loving 
and sym pathetic heart is rent with grief 
at the loss that would hardly cause a tear 
to the hard, selfish nature. And the pure, 
chaste spirit of the Lord Jesus suffered 
from tho sins of the world an agony of 
which we. who are less pure and holy, can 
have little comprehension. 
You note that 
an advance in civilization and learning is 
accompanied w ith increase ot cares and 
burdensome duties, just because it is an ad­ 
vancement in being. The oyster has more 
contentm ent, less trouble, than the saint in 
this world. 
I do not know why, but it is a 
fact that being advances along the line ot 
sensitiveness to pain and pleasure, rio Got 1 
litis ordained. 
We measure our bight, not 
by our indifference to suffering, but by our 
sym pathy with it, and our fortitude to 
withstand it. The spirit that prays ; “ If 
it he possible, let the cup pass ; 
neverthe­ 
less, not inv will but Thine be done,” is 
vastly higher and nobler than that which 
see.- iio cup, is too calloused to feel. Two 
men were going into battle, a private and a 
Major. The private was careless and indif­ 
ferent; 
the Major was solemn and pate. 
’’ W hy.” 
says 
the 
private, in 
jest, 
" Major, you "looked scared." 
" Yes,” was 
the solemn repiy, as he inarched steadily 
forw ard: " It you were frightened only 
half as bad as 1 am you would run like a 
m adm an.’ 
W hich is the largprand braver 
m an, he who could see no danger, or he 
who saw and faced danger with composure? 
M anifestly, he whose susceptibility to suf­ 
fering is mo6t acute, rio has God created 
us with sensibilities, and so lias he envi­ 
roned us with that which will strike the 
chords of sensibility and m ake them vi­ 
brate with pleasure or pain ; and, by a wise 
providence that cannot err, He apportions 
to each condition in life its appropriate 
am ount of sorrow and joy. 
W hen the 
wickedness of the world was beyond en­ 
durance, the heavens turned black w ith 
clouds that brought destruction, hut above 
the industry of the husbandm an H e brings 
the cloud that drops its weath of showers 
on his labors. B ut all the clouds appear 
by God’s appointm ent, rio are the sorrows 
of life metcjt out. The world would not be 
complete without them . 
Again, the sorrows that God sends to 
men are always accompanied with hope. 
God’s W ord has no unrelieved shadows. 
This is no place of despair. 
The earth 
which a great God has built is belted with 
hope. 
Everything in it tends upward. 
Even the grass and daisies turn their faces 
toward the sky. The cloud comes in the 
skv, bat ou the cloud is the bow. The 
m idnight is still relieved by some promise 
of the dawn. The bitterest winter is tem­ 


pered by the w arm ing rays of the sun. 
Every condition of life has in it some prom ­ 
ise of.hope and betterm ent. And if a man 
will live righteously, he will find that all 
the elements of nature, or, as the sacral 
writer pats it, *• the stones of the field will 
be in league w ith him ," to bring him out 
of darkness into life. 
Or, as that great 
promise of Pau' says, ” All things work 
together for good to them that love God.”

Men 
have liad two views of life: one called pes­ 
simistic—that is, the despairing view of 
life. 
Life is only sorrow, not worth living. 
It is m ade up of graves of buried hopes and 
broken ties of affection. Desolated hearts 
and homes lié on every side. 
Life is all 
clouds. 
Everything is going- to destruc­ 
tion. 
The 
other 
is 
the 
optimistic 
view, 
or 
the 
hopeful. 
Life 
is 
all 
gladness. 
Flowers, 
birds' 
songs, 
the laughter of childhood—see bow merry 
they m ake it. Come, let us be gay. 
Drive 
away dull care. Call him croaker who 
talks of tears. 
Life is sunshine. Clouds 
are seen only by those who have them in 
their eye. Both views of life are partial. 
Life is a m ixture of joy and sorrow. There 
is a cloud above the" earth, but there Í3 a 
bow in it. T he floods of great waters come, 
but there is an ark on the flood. 
Man is 
going forth from Eden, but to Eden he 
m ay return. 
H e earns his food by the 
sweat of his brow, hut bread can be earned. 
Briars and thorns grow, but wheat and 
grapts will also grow. 
Man is a sinner, 
burdened with g u ilt; but Christ, tlie Re­ 
deemer, is in the world, with promise of 
forgiveness and peace. 
The grave lies 
across our path. In it we all m ust fall. 
But over the grave is the living hope of the 
resurrection. The cloud wreathed with its 
bow is the Bible view of life. E arth ba;li 
sorrow profound and piercing. “ But earth 
hath no sorrow that heaven cannot heal.” 
The race is sin cursed, weighed down by 
its load of guilt, that, like the millstone, 
m ust sink it in perdition; but “ God so 
loved the race that he gave his only begot­ 
ten Son. that whosoever believeth shall not 
perish, but have eternal life." 
The world is sick, but there is a balm in 
Gilead. 
“ W hen I saw that there was no 
one to save, m ine own arm brought salva­ 
tion.” 
" Thou shalt walk through the 
water, but it shall not overflow tliec."

No m atter what is the condition of life, the 
Book gives a promise of hope. ” Ye are 
weary and heavy laden ” (no one need tell 
you that). 
" Come to me, and I will give 
you rest.”

The 
tliorn in the llesh m ay rem ain, but grace 
stream s down to beur it. The worn-out 
day sinks into the night, but the new day 
will soon appear. The old year sleeps 
under the snow, but the spring will be 
here in its tim e. The earthly house crum ­ 
bles, while a promise of a building of God 
remains. The earth grows old. the stars 
go out, tlie sun and moon turn black with 
years, but tho new heaven wherein dwelleth 
righteousness is at the door, rio, all over 
the world, the Bible is w riting promises of 
hope. “ W eeping may rem ain for a night, 
but joy coraetb in the m orning.” 
” I will 
bring á cloud over the earth, but the bow 
shall be seen in the cloud." 
This is not all. The Bible lias still a

How can you 
enter into sym pathy with the race unless 
you enter by the door of experience ? and 
that means I bat you in a sense bear the sin 
and sorrow of the world. How can you 
properly comfort another unles3 you liavc 
found comfort in like sorrow ? A m a n is 
full of religious doubts and fears, the agony 
of unbelief is upon him. ana he feels as if 
all the eternal things that have given life 
worili and m eaning are going from him. 
The heaven is only azure, the earth only 
clay, life only force, men but anim ated 
dust, and im m ortality only a pleasant 
dream or hideous mockery. So his spirit 
lives in death.

in his darkness, and lie will say, “ Do 
not mock me." You tell h in t: “Tribula­ 
tion worketli patience; yonr afflictions are 
working for you an exceeding weight of 
glory." 
Still will he bitterly turn away 
hopeless. A'et it is true. 
By that very 
agony of soul-struggle he will at last come 
out into light more glorious and visions of 
God more resplendent than can be attained 
in any other way. 
Listen to the inex­ 
pressible joy of the Psalm ist when he cries: 
"W hom have I in heaven but Thee? And 
there is none upon earth that I desire be­ 
side Thee.” 
W hat peace, w hat exultant 
joy is there expressed I 
It is of gladness 
that is inexpressible, and a peace, trust and 
fellowship with God that can find no word 
large euongh 
lo contain 
them . 
But 
throngh what agony of soul and searching 
of spirit had he passed in the days when 
"liis feet were alm ost gone, his steps well 
nigh slipped," when he caught no vision of 
God in earth or heaven ! 
He did not know

Dazed they are, as is the m an who sees his 
fortune toppling, tho m other who sees her 
child gasping in death’s agony, the person 
who lies down upon a bed of sickness in 
liis day of business. God says it is expe­ 
dient for you that your child should die, 
your fortune should slip away, your health 
should fail I and we say w ith the bewild­ 
ered disciples, dVhat is this that he saith? 
Expedient for y o u ! 
W hat mockery is 
this? Yet goes he calm ly on. “ Never­ 
theless 1 tell you tho truth. 
It is expedi­ 
ent for you that I go away, for if 1 go not 
away the Comforter will not come. If I 
do go 1 will send him , and lie will abide 
w ith you forever.” 
If your child or your 
fortune or your health do m>t go—these 
tem porary joys and blessings, if theydonot 
go—the Spirit will not come, eternal joys 
will not appear. 
But if they do go, they 
will send to you that which endures, abides 
with you forever, rio does the great Christ 
teach us by precept and exam ple that the 
deepest sorrows of life are expedient for 
us: that the brightest visions of God are 
seen through patient tears ; that the glori­ 
ous bow cannot appear except upon ihe 
cloud. 
W e are not to seek for sorrow or pleas­ 
ure. 
We are to do duty, follow conscience, 
and believe th at whatever come3 in the 
path of duty is by God’s appointm ent.

FICKLE MAKING. 


V aluable 
a a il S easo n ab le 
R ecipca for 
H ouse-U eepers. 


T his is th e season for pickle m aking, and 
w hile th e house keepers w ho read the 
R ecobd-U nio*’ m ay all have recipes or 
cook-books even, the genuine house-keeper 
likes to com pare notes w ith ethers, as w ell 
as to have o th ers sam ple h er excellent edi­ 
bles. 
A no ted dom estic w riter in the 
Courier-Journal says : 
Cook-books abound in recipes an d direc­ 
tions ior m ak in g pickles, but as valuable as 
m any o f these are, experience in tho w ork 
is necessary before th e a rt is successfully 
acquired. 
W hile canned fruits and preserves may 
be bought of large m anufacturers as cheap 
as 
they can 
be 
made at home, and 
frequently as good, wo do not think the 
same can lie said of pickles, as those for sale 
are often compounded with articles well 
know n to be injurious. The process of 
•greening" pickles is practiced with reck­ 
less disregard for health, and the vinegar 
used is frequently poisonous, therefore it is 
best to prepare them at hom e where the 
proper ingredients may be used under the 
house-keeper's own supervision. 
In m aking pickles the best cider vinegar 
should be used, and they should be boiled 
in a porcelain kettle. 
Grape or c.ibb;:g > 
leaves laid over the top of the kettle while 
boiling will im part a good color. Some 
cooks put a sm all lum p of alum in the vin­ 
egar to render the pickles crisp and tender. 
Ftckles should be kept in a dry, cool cel­ 
lar, well covered with vinegar; bits of 
horseradish and a few cloves assist iu keep­ 
ing vinegar strong and pure. Ginger is the 
most wholesome spice to use, cloves are the 
strongest, mace, allspice and cinnam on 
next. 
If the vinegar on pickles loses its 
strength they will soon spoil, if it is not re­ 
placed by good vinegar, poured over scald­ 
ing hot. 
A wooden spoon or ladle should be used 
in handling pickles. For those wishing to 
have good hom e-m ade pickles the follow­ 
ing recipes will be found reliable: 
Cucumber 
l ’ickles. — Soak cucumbers 
taken from the brine, put in a kettle and 
cover with vinegar; add one cup of m ustard 
seed, one of celery seed, one of bruised gin­ 
ger root, one of garlic, two onions chopped, 
half a teacup of black pepper, half an ounce 
each of cloves, mace, turmeric, one pod of 
red pepper, a teacup of grata! horseradish 
and three pounds of brown sugar. Let boil, 
put in a jar and let stand all night, pour 
the spiced vinegar hack into the kettle and 
let come to a boil, then pour over the cu­ 
cumbers again. 
Bottled Pickles.—Let a hundred small 
cucumbers stand in salt and water for Ihree 
days. 
Boil for ten m inutes in half a gallon 
of good vinegar, one ounce of m ustard seed, 
one of juniper berries, one of celery seed, a 
dozen green peppers, two pounds of sugar, 
a few sm all onions and a lum p of alum . 
Pour the vinegar over the pickles hot for 
three m ornings; m ix a quarter of a pound 
of m ustard with the vinegar. 
Put the 
pickles in bottles and seal. 
Ripe Tomato Pickles.—Puncture large 
ripe tomatoes with a darning needle. 
Put 
a layer of tomatoes with chopped onions in 
a jar and sprinkle and s a lt; p ut on other 
layers and let stand a week. Squeeze each 
tomato gently, put in a jar and cover with 
strong vinegar, seasoned w ith red pepper, 
horseradish and m ustard. 
Yellow Pickles.—Take two gallons of 
vinegar, two pounds of sugar, one ounce of 
turm eric, three of allspice, one of cloves, 
one of mace, one pint of m ustard seed and 
two tablespoonslul of celery seed. 
Pound 
all together and stir in hot vinegar. Take 
three firm heads of cabbage, cut and tcald 
In brine, squeeze dry and bang in the s u n : 
when bleached, put in cold, strong vinegar; 
then drain, put m a jar and pour over the 
spiced vinegar. 
Onion Tickles.—Take large white onions 
and pour over them boiling salt w ater; let 
stand three days ; pour oil and add fresh 
brine; let stand three days longer, then 
tuke one gallon of vinegar, adding two 
ounces of turm eric ^ c a ld and pour over the 
onions boiling h o t; cover the jar and let the 
onions stand for ten days, then pour offaml 
[nit on them strong vinegar, seasoned with 
red pepper, horseradish, celery seed and 
sm all spices. 
Popper Pickles.—Cut the stems out of 
fifty pods of pepper with a sharp penknife; 
fill the peppers each with chopped cabbage, 
horseradish, m ustard seed and salt; replace 
the stems, tie with a coarse thread, pack iu 
a stone jar, and cover w ith vinegar. 
Typer Pickles.—Salt pickles down, dry 
for ten days, then soak in fresh water one 
day; place in a porcelain kettle, cover with 
water and vinegar aud a iittle pulverized 
a lu m ; let stand over night on a stove 
which had tire in it during the day; wash 
and put in a jar with cloves, allspice, pep­ 
per. horseradish and garlic: boil fresh vin­ 
egar and pour over all. These pickles are 
always fresh and crisp. 
Spanish Pickles.—Take two dozen large 
cucumbers, one peck of full-grown gteen 
tomatoes and one dozen onions. 
Ixtt the 
cucumbers and whole tomatoes stand in 
brine three davs. Cut up the onions and 
sprinkle with salt. Take half a gallon of 
vinegar, three ounces of white m ustard 
seal, one ounce each of turm eric and celery 
seed, one box of m ustard and two pounds 
of brown sugar. Simmer for h alf an h o u r; 
pour over the cucumbers. P ut in jar and 
seal. 
V irginia Mixed Tickles.—Take seventy- 
five large cucumbers, half a peck of green 
tomatoes, fifteen large white onions, one 
quart of sm all onions, four heads of cab­ 
bage, one pint of grated horseradish, half a 
pound of m ustard seal, half a teacup of 
ground pepper, half a pint of salad oil, one 
ounce each of celery seed and cinnam on, 
two of turm eric. Slice the tomatoes and 
onions, chop the cabbage, quarter the cu­ 
cumbers and add the small onions whole. 
Mix with salt and let stand twenty-four 
h o u rs; drain acid and pour on the vinegar. 
Let stand three days; strain as dry as pos­ 
sible; m ix the spices well, then "boil one 
and one-half gallons of fresh vinegar, pour 
over boiling hot for three mornings. 
The 
last tim e add one pound of sugar to the 
vinegar and m ix in the oil. 
Pickled Cauliflower.—Take good white 
heads, husk in large pieces and boil ten 
minutes in strong salt and water. Skim 
out the pieces, drain, and when cold put in 
a pickle jar with a few whole cloves, all­ 
spice, pepper and sticks of cinnamon tied 
up in a cloth; boil and pour over the cauli­ 
flower. 
Walnut Pickles.—P ut tender young green 
walnuts in a jar. pour over them boiling 
salt water. 
Let soak ten days, changing 
the water every third day. Pour off the 
brine and cover with vinegar well seasoned 


with gariie, ginger, mace, horseradish, red 
pepper, orange peel and nutmeg. 
Picolilli.—One large cabbage, fifty cu­ 
cumbers, five quarts of small stringy beans, 
eight carrots, five pods of pepper, two hacia 
of cauliflower. Chop fine, soak over night 
in salt water, wash well and drain. Pour 
over hot vinegnr. 
Chow-chow Pickles.—Fill a three-gallon 
ja r with sm all green tomatoes, cucumbers, 
nasturtium s, onions, cauliflower, horserad- 
i=li and green peppers, let stand in salt and 
water two days, drain, put ali in a kettle 
and boil ten m inutes, then drain and put in 
jar. 
Put three quarts of vinegar in a ket­ 
tle to b o il; take half a pound of m ustard 
and a little sugar, beat up in cold vinegar; 
pour over the pick les and cover with hot vin­ 
egar. 
A nother: In h a lfa gallon of vinegar 
scald a large handful of horseradish, a cup­ 
ful of black pepper, a cupful of ginger, half 
a cupful of black m ustard seed, three table- 
spouiisful o f cloves, three chopped onions, 
one ¡aid ol red pepper and three pounds of 
brown sugar. Pour over the pickle and fill 
w ith cold vinegar. 
Kentucky Chow-chow.—One gallon of 
chopped cabbage, four onions, two pounds 
of brown sugar, two pints of vinegar, two 
tablespoonsful of black pepper, two of all­ 
spice, cinnam on, celery seed, m ustard seed, 
and ground m ustard. 
The cabbage and 
onions m ast stand in salt and water two 
hours, then put iu a kettle w ith the spiced 
vinegnr and boil. 
M artinas—To pickle m artinas take one 
gallon of m artinas and put in strong brine; 
let stand ten. days, take out, wash and put 
in cold vinegar; let stand ten days, then 
drain and put in a jar. 


W hen w o D em o ralize tlio S tom ach 
By excesses or imprudence in eating, we 
cannot hope to escape the consequences for 
any great length of time.

Hop L eaves a Formen.—Hop vines are 
plentiful in some parís of the State, and we 
would like to know if the growers have 
tried using them as fodder for stock. 
If 
not, will some one m ake som e experim ents 
and report? We read in foreign exchanges 
that from analyses of the foliage of hops 
W ein finds that this m aterial closely ap­ 
proxim ates to the composition of meadow 
and clover head and rye, and as regards tlie 
percentage of protein it is not far behind 
wheat and rye bran. As compared with 
the ordinary green fodders, green hop leaves 
appear to be a better food. The coefficients 
of digestion are: Albuminoids, 60 to TOper 
cent.; fat, 70 to 80; noil-nitrogenous m at­ 
ter, 00 to 75. By tlie coefficient of digestion 
is m eant the percentage proportion of the 
food w hich is actually digested, the re­ 
m ainder passes through the intestines and 
escapes digestion.— Lakeport Uemoerat. 


R emedy fob Coi n F eet.—T he follow ing 
rem edy for cold feet is recommended for 
sedentary sufferers, as well as policemen, 
car-drivers and others who are exposed to 
the cold : 
All that is necessary is to stand 
erect and very gradually lift one’s self up 
upon the tips of the toes, so as to pull all 
the tendons of the foot at lull strain. This 
is not to hop or jum p up and down, but 
sim ply to rise—the slower the better—upon 
tip-toe, and to remain standing on the point 
of the toes as long as poE.slble, then grad­ 
ually coming to the natural position. Re­ 
peat this several times, and. by the am ount 
of the work the tips of the toes are made to 
do in sustaining the body's weight, a suffi­ 
cient and lively circulation is set up. 
A 
heavy pair of woolen stockings drawn ovar 
thin cotton ones is also recommended for 
keeping the feet warm.

especially by women. Their voluminous 
draperies, under the present fashion, lend 
themselves readily to contraband enter­ 
prise. and the Hermans have not yet adopted 
the French custom of employing female 
customs officers, who are less’gallant and 
more severe than male officials in the ex­ 
am ination of a traveling sister. The old 
proverb, “ Opportunity makes the thief,” is 
richly illustrated in t>.e daily annals of pro­ 
tective duties. Recently a gentleman named 
Blum, an inhabitant of Colmar, in Elsass, 
was seized by the German police at St. Lud­ 
wig, on the Swiss-Alsatian frontier, on the 
suspicion of being a smuggler of Swiss 
watches into the Germ an Empire.

THE PLATFORM 


A s F in ally A d o p ted A fter A m endm ents 
M ade. 
Tiie Republican platform as heretofore 
published was changed after the original 
draft, as subm itted by the committee, had 
been forwarded by telegraph. Following 
is the platform complete as it was finally 
adopted by the Convention : 
The Republican party of California, in 
Convention assembled, reaffirms its devo­ 
tion to the great pur|>osea for which it was 
organized and for which it has been m ain­ 
tained. It has preserved free government 
and secured to all the inhabitants of these 
United States th e great rights which lie at 
the foundation of all just government—the 
, right to life, proiicrty and the pursuit of 
happiness—and its mission will not be fully 
accomplished until the laws are so con­ 
strued and administered that an invasion of 
these inalienable rights, even as against 
the hum blest person, shall become impos­ 
sible. 
It points with pride to the fact th at 
it has engrafted these principles upon the 
national Constitution, thereby giving to 
every one the protection which the power 
of üú,(RX),0u0 of freemen allords. 
(iuidcd 
by a firm faith ill these great principles it 
lias, during its long and eventful history, 
done nothing for which it lias to apolo­ 
gize. 
W hen it took the Government from 
the Democratic party it found a country 
disturbed 
by dissensions; States seced­ 
ing and threatening secession: Die Treas­ 
ury empty and the public credit im paired;

and respect of m ankind. The Democratic 
adm inistration of Cleveland lias tailed to 
keep the pledges upon which it came into 
power. 
It promised retrenchm ent and 
economy, but has been the most extrava­ 
gant ever known. 
It promised to uphold 
the dignity and honor of the renublic and 
protect American citizens and tbeir rights 
of person and property, both at home and 
abroad, but has proved incapable of secur­ 
ing an honorable adjustm ent of the fish­ 
eries question, and has, with seeming in- 
diflerence, subjected the United States to 
the hum iliation o f seeing our flag insulted, 
our seamen seized and vessels of our citi­ 
zens confiscated by the authorities ot Can­ 
ada, while, with rasli haste and blunder­ 
ing, it lias involved us in unjustifiable 
complications with our friendly neighbor, 
the sister republic ot Mexico, a fact which 
seriously calls attention to the Republican 
national platform in its enunciation of the 
doctrine of international arbitration for in­ 
ternational dilicrences, and to the im port­ 
ance of the recent Act of the Senate of the 
U nited States in unanim ously passing a 
bill for a Congress of American nations in 
the interest of peace and commerce. 
It 
promised civil service reform, but has made 
that phrase odious by not only removing, 
but attem pting to blacken the character of 
thousands of our best citizens, m any of 
them old soldiers, who have been removed 
from otlicial positions upon the cowardly 
subterfuge o f ” offensive partisanship." 
We reaffirm that to the Union soldiers and 
sailors in the late war we owe a debt which 
cannot be computed, and it is tiie duty of 
the Government to grant pensions and es­ 
tablish homes for all such as arc disabled 
or In w ant; and with equal earnestness we 
condemn the heartless and wholesale vetoes 
by president Cleveland of the private pen­ 
sion bills recently passed by this Congress. 
Reaffirming the principles enunciated in 
the national platform adopted at Chicago 
in 188-1, and the State platform adopted at 
Sacramento in the same year, in so far as 
now applicable, the Republican party of 
California makes the following additional 
declaration of principles: 
I.—LABOR. 
Labor is honorable, and the laborer in 
every walk of life should be honored. Upon 
free, intelligent labor and its wise direction 
depends the prosperity of the 
nation. 
Everything which is useful and valuable 
to man is the result of labor in some form, 
and its careful protection should be the first 
consideration of the statesm an. The value 
of labor m ust depend upon its producing 
capacity, and this m ust be measured by the 
intelligence of the laborer. 
The liberal 
education of tiie laborer, therefore, is the 
first step towards the greatest, tbo wisest 
and the m ost profitable development of the 
resources of the country and the elevation 
ot its workmen. 
To accomplish this the 
public school system should be preserved, 
protected and extended, until its ennobling 
influence penetrates to even- hearthstone 
and increases the usefulness of every per­ 
son. The Republican party declares its 
firm belief th at co-operation am ong labor­ 
ers is for the best interests of society ; that 
while capital is entitled to all safeguards 
necessary to induce its generous invest­ 
m ent, and while assaults upon social order 
proceeding from persons falsely represent­ 
ing themselves as friends of labor m ust be 
sternly repressed, the Republican parly 
will never sanction any legislation which 
would restrict wage-camers front co-oper­ 
ating and organizing for their general pro­ 
tection and advancement, but, on the con­ 
trary, will enact liberal laws fostering and 
encouraging co-operation. 
Resolved, That all law-abiding citizens of 
the United States, be they native or foreign 
born, are equally entitled to the protection 
of our laws, and we are opposed to the im ­ 
migration of all persons not in sym pathy 
with this Government and the principles 
011 which it is founded. 
Resolved That we are irrevocably in favor 
of imm ediate action on the part of Con­ 
gress and the President to secure the abro­ 
gation of the Burlingam e treaty, to be fol­ 
lowed by such legislation as will prohibit 
the further im m igration of Chinese. 
It points with just pride to the fact that 
the Republican Senate of the United States, 
by unanim ous vote, lias passed a bill for 
Die restriction of Chinese im m igration, and 
denonnces the action of the Democratic 
House of Representatives for refusing its 
concurrence in a measure universally de­ 
m anded by the people of this coast, and 
which is necessary for the protection and 
elevation of free labor. 
Resolved, That the interests of free labor 
demand (hat the em ploym ent and patron­ 
age of Chinese should be discouraged by 
al 1 lawful means, and to this end we ear­ 
nestly solicit the hearty co-operation of 
everyeitizen of this State. 
Resolved, That we are in favor of the pro­ 
tection and elevation of American labor, 
and opposed to any legislation which tends 
to degrade or cheapen it. and we recoin-* 
mend the em ploym ent of convict labor in 
such pursuits as will not bring the same 
into injurious competition with free labor. 
II.—IRRIGATION. 
One of the m ost im portant questions 
soon to be considered by the people of Cal­ 
ifornia is the proper utilization of its water­ 
courses for the purpose of irrigation, and 
when this great work is accomplished our 
State will support per aero a greater popu­ 
lation than any other State in the Union, 
and fertilize and till with prosperity vast 
dom ains otherwise dedicated to perpetual 
barrenness. 
The Republican party ap­ 
proaches this great question with a careful 
deliberation, not less grave than that which 
it has debated and happily determined 
other m omentous subjects, in the confident 
expectation, that if intrusted with thepow er 
so to do, it will enact such laws as will 
secure and receive the approval of the peo­ 
ple, and it here affirms as follows : 
First—It is in favor of the imm ediate 
passago of a law declaring that henceforth 
no rights to water shall be acquire! which 
will in any m anner obstruct the State in 
the control thereof whenever it shall sec 
proper to exercise such control. 
Second—It is in tavor of the passage of 
laws which will prevent the monopolizing 
of the waters of the State and promote 
their ntilization to the greatest extent pos­ 
sible. 
Third—In the passage of any laws upon 
this subject individual rights m ust be pro­ 
tected, but if those rights are found to 
interfere with effectuating a ju st distribu­ 
tion of water and its utilization by the peo­ 
ple upon equal terms, then such rights 
should be condemned and taken for public 
use, under the sam e principles upon which 
ail private property is condemned and 
taken for public use, upon compensation 
being m ade therefor. 
Fourth—We dem and an am endm ent to 
the Constitution which will perm it such 
local and special legislation a3 m ay be 
necessary to effectuate these purposes. 


III.—TAXATION. 
The Suprem e Court of the United States 
having failed to determ ine w hether or not 
the method of (axing railroad corporations 
declared by our Stale Constitution is in 
conflict with the Constitution of the United 
States, we are w ithout an authoritative rule 
which m ight otherwise relieve the question 
of its present embarrassing complications, 
and this subject requires of our Legislature 
and Executive most careful and deliberate 
action. The gravity of this m atter puts it 
on a plane above the range of party poli­ 
tics, and dem ands the serious attention of 


the best-thinking people of the State. 
In 
this respect, and in all others, we favor 
equal and just taxation for the m aintenance 
of the Government, and affirm th at all 
should pay a full share of the public taxes 
fairly due and in accordance with the broad 
principles of equity. 
IV.—VITICULTURE AND HORTICULTURE. 
Resolved, T hat the prosperity of our viti- 
cultural and horticultural industries is of 
param ount importance to this State. In 
order to encourage their rapid improve­ 
m ent and a freer expansion of trade in 
domestic and foreign m arkets, to prevent 
unjust discrim ination in favor of foreign 
products, a revision of the internal revenue 
laws and am endm ents to the tariff are de­ 
m anded as of immediate necessity to otir 
people, and the Legislature should, by suit­ 
able legislation, provide for the effective 
exterm ination of all fruit pests. 
V.— HARBOR DEFENSES. 
Resolved, That the Republican party earn­ 
estly urges upon the Federal Government 
the im m ediate necessity o f fortifying the 
principal seaports of tire nation in such a 
m anner as to protect the national honor 
and the property and territory of the peo­ 
ple from foreign invasion. 
VI.—THE WOOL INTEREST. 
W e dem and in behalf of the great wool- 
growing interest of our State a restoration 
of th e wool tariff of 18(37. and denounce 
the recent attem pt of the Democratic m a­ 
jority ui the national House of Represent­ 
atives to pass the Morrison bill reducing 
t (riff duties and placing wool 011 Die free 
list. 
VII.—THE PRESENT STATE ADMINISTRATION. 
We denounce the present Suite Adm inis­ 
tration as most wasteful and incom petent. 
Its weakness, extravagance and vacillating 
policy has brought reproach upon the fair 
fame of California. 
VIII.—EXTRA SESSION. 
W e recognize the great truth that 110 
government can be republican in form un­ 
less the three departm ents—legislative, ju­ 
dicial and executive—are 
separate and 
independent, the one from the other. 
We 
declare that the calling of an extra session 
of the Legislature for the purpose o! re­ 
versing a decision of the Supreme Court of 
the State has 110 parallel in the history of 
this country; th at the policv w hich dic­ 
tated it was un-Am erican and revolution­ 
ary, and that 110 words of censure can ade­ 
quately character:/- this attem pt todestroy 
the independence of a co-ordinate branch 
of the Government. 
The Republican party subm its its platform 
and its candidates to tiie intelligence and 
the patriotism of the people, and invoke to 
their support all, without regard to past 
affiliation, who desire ju st laws, good gov­ 
ernment, peace and security. True to its 
mission, it will bring to the solution of the 
im portant subjects involved broad, states­ 
m anlike and equitable methods. Born to 
protect hum an rights, it never can be 
Drought, by any 
argum ent or by any 
pressure, to deprive any one of a right, 
however small, without awarding just com­ 
pensation. 
Upon this platform of princi­ 
ples and upon past record it appeals with 
confidence to the candid judgm ent of an 
iuteiiigent people. 


T h e H u m a n F a m ily . 
Tiiie hum an family living to-day 
011 
eartli consists of about 1.450,000,000 of in­ 
dividuals ; not less, probably more. These 
are distributed over the earth s surface, so 
tiiat there is no considerable part where 
m an is not found. In Asia, where he was 
first planted, there are now approxim ately 
about 800,000,000, densely crowded ; on an 
average, 120 to the square mile. In Europe 
there are .120,0011,000, averaging 100 to the 
situare m ile; not so crowded, but every­ 
where dense, and at points overpopulated, 
in Africa there are 210,000,000. In America, 
North and South, there are 110,000,00(1, rel­ 
atively thinly-scattered and recent. 
In the 
islands, large and small, probably 10,000,­ 
000. The extremes of white and black are 
five to three, the rem aining 700,000,000 in ­ 
termediate brown and tawny. Of the race, 
500.000.000 are well clothed—that is, wear 
garments of some kind to cover their 
nakedness; 700,000,000 are semi-clothed, 
covering inferior parts of the body ; 250,­ 
000,000 are practically naked. Of ibe race 
500.000.000 live in houses partly furnished 
with the appointm ents of civilization; 
700.000.000 in huts or caves w ith no fur­ 
nishings ; 200,000,000 have nothing that 
can he called a homo, are barbarous and 
savage. The range is from the topmost 
round—the Anglo-Saxon civilization, which 
is the highest known—down to naked sav­ 
agery. The portion of the race lying below 
the line of hum an conditions is at the very 
best three-tifths of the whole,or 1)00,090,000. 
As to religion, the 1,450,000,000 are divided 
in the order of numerical strength, as fol­ 
lows : Eight hundred and sixty million 
are Pagans, comprising 
000,000,000 
ot 
Krahmo-Buddhists. Brahm ans or Budd­ 
hists ; 1(50,000,000 of unclassified Pagans ; 
150.000.000 Farsees, Confucianists, Shinto- 
ists, Jains and other sm aller Pagan sects ; 
410.000.000 are Christians, composed of 
225,090.000 Rom an Catholics, 75,000 000 of 
the Greek church, and i 10,000,000 Protest­ 
ants; 180,000,000 M oham medans; 8,000,000 
Jews. The 800,000,000 of Pagans are found 
chiefly in Asia and Africa, and comprise 
99 lOOtbsof the population, scattering m ill­ 
ions in the Americas and islands of the 
sea. 
The 410,000,000 Christians constitute 
the body of Europe and the nine-tenths of 
the Americans, with a few m illions in 
Asia, Africa and the islands. The M oham­ 
medans are found chiefly in Asia and 
Africa. 
The Jews aro scattered in nil 
lands, w ithout a hom e or country. This is 
approxim ately a correct cast of th e religious 
status of the world to-day. 
It shows two- 
thirds of the whole to be Pagan, or, includ­ 
ing the M ohammedans and Jews as anti- 
Clinstian components o f the Pagan frac­ 
tion, three-quarters of the whole—not less 
than 1,050,(EX),000. The rem aining fraction 
of 410,000,000—a little more than a quar­ 
ter—Christians, of which fraction more 
than one lialf is Roman Catholic, one- 
quarter, nearly, Greek, and a trifle over a 
quarter Protestant.— Commercial Xcus. 


T he Germ ans in F ran ce.—The Germans 
are having a bad tim e of it in France. 
Only a few days ago a crusade was started 
against German beer, and a quantity was 
seized on the ground that it was adulter­ 
ated, but instead of being thrown into the 
Seine, which was the original intention, it 
was given back untouched to the im port­ 
ers. Tift: students of Lille, on finding that 
two members of the orchestra in a cafe 
concert were Germans (they had been in 
Lille since l.SOO), stormed the place, cleared 
out the musicians, and finished the enter­ 
tainm ent themselves with a few patriotic 
airs, and a collection for the poor. 
Now it 
seems the Germans have contracted a habit 
of ingeniously substituting their own for 
French goods. The Galicians have a weak­ 
ness for articles of French manufacture, 
and the Germans have been stocking the 
m arket with counterfeit goods, going so 
far as to supply grande Chartreuse. 
But 
for the fortunate discovery of the word 
“ Frankreich" among a lot of schoolroom 
m aterial, the m unicipal council of Paris 
would have recently been entrapped into 
patronizing Germany. But a way has been 
found to ctieck such impositions. A com­ 
mercial traveler who arranged to supply a 
Lille m erchant with corsets from H am ­ 
burg. has been dragged before the police 
court, because the custom-house officers 
found the consignment m arked “ nouveate 
dc Paris.” This is a new law, and if vigor­ 
ously inforced will have disastrous effects 
on the commercial world. 


U nappreciated H onors.—A m an has been 
ill-requited in Paris for an act of courage. 
A nother man had throw n him self into the 
Saint Martin Canal to com m it suicide, and 
was drowning, when a stranger leaped into 
the water aud brought him safely to the 
bank. The bystanders dragged the stranger, 
much against his will, to the police station, 
in order that his courage should be re­ 
corded, when the officer on duty recognized 
in him a clockm aker named Coliinaire, 
who was wanted by the police for extort­ 
ing money by passing him self off as a de­ 
tective.

, being the third heat for H appy Jim , gave 
him the race and money. 
The first race for the day was for tlie 2:30 
class, purse $200, in which hut two of the 
four entries appeared, I'hallas and Reality. 
Pools sold at $20 to $10 in favor of Phallas. 
Phalias took the lead from the start. Reality 
acted badly during the heat, m aking four 
bad breaks in the circuit, which nearly cost 
him his distance. 
Phallas passed under 
the wire in 2:32. 
Before the start for the 
second beat, a call was m ade by the backers 
lor a new driver. Jam es Linden was sub­ 
stituted for Lam ed, and the horses got oil 
to an even start.

First 
money was awarded to Wallace G., second 
to Arthena, third to Lohengrin and fourtli 
to I’asha. 
Tlie third event was pacing, for a purse 
of $190, in which Killarney, Prince, Mink, 
Pocahontas and Shaker were starters. Kil 
larney was considered so sure winner that 
he was left out of the pools entirely, and 
pools were sold on the others for place. 
Prince was the favorite at $30 to $12 for 
Shaker and $3 for the field. After m any 
attem pts at starting Killarney got off two 
lengths in the rear of the other four, who 
were on a line. Pocahontas took the lead 
a t the turn, closely followed by Shaker, who 
was leading Prince by a length, Killarney 
behind Mink at the quarter.

have the means and leisure for horseback 
riding and driving. The big Clydesdale, 
Norman o r Perdieron stock indicates that 
the farm er and freighter has plenty of work 
to do, and is 
DOING IT WELL. 
If you see the best blooded horses of all 
breeds you may be sure that the people are 
in the front rank of breeders for home 
and foreign m arkets, and that they are 
alive to the fact that the best is the cheap­ 
est and most profitable. The exhibits in 
the other stock departm ents will tell you 
w hether a people have good beef, good 
m ilk, butter ami cheese, good pork, m utton 
and wool for hom e use and for sale. 
Fine 
D urhams, Devons, Ilerefords and Polled 
Angus m ake good beef on the tables at 
home, and cattle for sale to help swell 
the individual hank accounts. 
Pens of 
Holsteins, Jerseys 
and Aldcrneys will 
show whether a people have pfenty of 
m ilk, crcatn, butter ami cheese, or w hether 
they drink m uddy coffee straight, buy 
their m ilk in cans from New Jersey, and 
their butter, strong and rancid, froni some 
other country. 
The horse and cattle de­ 
partm ents will disclose another im portant 
fact, v iz : 
AVhether the farmers is skin­ 
ning his land by raising cereals year after 
year, without returning to the soil any part 
of the fertile elements which lie is taking 
from it, and leaving an exhausted soil as a 
heritage to his children ; or w hether lie is 
feeding liis crops to his stock, ami return­ 
ing the fertilizers to the soil and m aintain­ 
ing 
ITS PRODUCTIVE CAPACITY. 
The poultry exhibits tell us w hether the 
people have eggs and fowls and a varied 
digestible diet, or w hether they live on 
bacon and other food saturated with indi­ 
gestible lard. 
' The cereal and vegetable departments 
will show w hether the agriculturist tills 
his land properly, sows and plants the best 
kinds of seed, and then harvests well and 
properly prepares it for market. 
The green fruit exhibits will tell w hether 
the people are taking advantage of the new 
order of things, and getting in line to fur­ 
nish the Eastern people with these luscious 
fruits of the semi-tropics and to m ake in ­ 
comparably greater profits from their land 
than from wheat anil barley-growing. 
T he m achinery, agricultural implements, 
carriage and wagon departm ents and m a­ 
chinery products show how far a com m u­ 
nity is advanced in industrial art and 
science. Good exhibits in this line indicate 
the saving of labor in productive and cheap 
products, so as to be able to compete in dis­ 
tant m arkets and still m ake a profit. 
They will also show how far m anufact­ 
ures in the district have progressed. 
If 
the m achinery products are good, we may­ 
be sure that factories, forges and m ills are 
already- established, and are being patron­ 
ized, thereby giving em ploym ent to the 
best of populations, the skilled artisans, 
and saving the m oney of 
THE PRODUCER AT HOME. 
T he m ercantile displays will inform us 
whether the m erchants are an active, en­ 
ergetic class, buying for cash, for they can 
prosper under no other system, and w hether 
they buy witii judgm ent and taste: or, on 
the other hand, w hether they belong to a 
fossilized age long past, and the people 
have to go to some distant place to spend 
their money, to get w hat they require. 
Look at the exhibits of ideal art and you 
can tell m ore of the character of the peo­ 
ple of a district than in any- other way. In 
this departm ent should be included every­ 
thing not of the absolute necessities o! lile. 
It should include all the furnishings of 
the house in the city or the country ; those 
things that make up the refinements, ele­ 
gancies and educational influences of home 
life: the paper, pictures and other decora­ 
tions on the wall, the carpets and rugs on 
the Moor, the furniture in the house and 
the flowers on the lawn—all that makes 
the hom e beautiful and lovable. 
If tlie 
exhibits of ail these are c f a high order we 
know that the people arc intelligent, re­ 
fined and cultured. In short, a district fair 
is a perfect and true reflex of the type of 
civilization in the district. 


THE THIRTEENTH AGRICULTURAL DISTRICT 
Is composed of the counties of A'uba, Sutter, 
Yolo and Sacramento, but owing to the 
means of 
transportation between 
these 
counties, Yolo has never exhibited at the 
fairs or attended them in any num bers, and 
Sacramento reserves her exhibits for her 
State fair. The exhibition, therefore, only 
represents A'uba and Sutter counties so far 
as district exhibits are concerned. 
Yu ha 
and Sutter counties are situated in the heart 
of the Sacramento valley*. The soil is good ; 
clear, crystal streams from the snows in the 
great m ountains furnish an abundance of 
the best w ater: belts of pine, spruce and 
Hr, on the Sierra Nevadas, give plenty of 
tim ber for lum ber and fuel; the plains and 
valleys are dotted with groves of oak, and 
the clim ate is excelled by none on earth, 
being halt semi-tropical. 
The range of 
productions is as great as in any other 
known country ; all tlie cereals and vegela- 
hle, all the deciduous fruits, including the 
apple, peach, plum , cherry and apricot, the 
sm all fruits, the citrus fruits — oranges, 
lemons and limes, the olive, the pome­ 
granate, persim m on; all the nut-hearing 
trees, and every kind of grape—raisin, wine 
and table—grow here in generous quanti­ 
ties and of th e most perfect quality. These 
counties were am ong the first settled in the 
American occupation. 
The 
transporta­ 
tion by water gave the m iner, farmer 
and m erchant cheap and 
RAPID TRANSIT 
To 
the 
seaboard. 
Schools, churches, 
newspapers 
and 
manufactures 
were 
early- 
established, and 
gained a 
sure 
footing and flourished here. 
The earliest 
settlers were the best of the gold and 
hom e-hunting people, who had tlie enter­ 
prise, energy ar.d daring to cress the savage 
wilds in search of homes anil fortunes, and 
most of them had the foresight and judg­ 
m ent to stay here. 
Those two counties, 
although sm all in area, have advantages 
that compensate for any- lack in size. 
The 
landholdings are usually small. There are 
none of those vast tracts that bar progress 
as in other sections. 
Every 160 or 320 
acres has its family, with healthy and ro­ 
bust sons and daughters to overlook and 
help in the labor of the farm. 
There is, 
therefore, an almost entire absence of ab­ 
sentee landlordism and Lam p labor, those 
unm itigated curses of other sections of the 
State. 
Marysville is the commercial empo­ 
rium of this section, enjoying the trade not 
only of those two counties, hut drawing 
custom from Butte. Colusa, Nevada and 
Sierra counties. 
It has a population of 
6,009 people, fine schools, libraries, success­ 
ful manufactures, big stocks of goods, large 
building capital, and energy and enterprise 
to m ake a great city. Sutter county has all 
good land, is in a sure crop belt, never hav­ 
ing known a crop failure. 
Tbe agricultu­ 
rists are not only well to do—they are com­ 
paratively rich. 
They have good stock, 
fine residences and beautiful and tasty sur­ 
roundings. 
THE PAVILION. 
Throngh the energy and public spirit of 
some of the leading citizens of M arysville a 
large Pavilion was built this year. 
It is

nora, Tuscan, H ardy, Club. Odessa, Pride 
of Butte and Amber’wheat. There is bar­ 
ley, oats, buckwheat, rye, corn. Egyptian 
corn, broomcorn, alfalfa seed and all other 
kinds 
of 
tam e 
grass 
seeds, 
tobac­ 
co, 
hops, 
a 
dozen 
varieties 
of 
po­ 
tatoes, onions, cabbage, 
squashes, and 
pum pkins of enormous size, causing vis­ 
ions of pum pkin pies, ad libitum, cucum ­ 
bers and m elons—both ntuskm elons and 
watermelons—the sight of which would 
make a South Carolina darkey dance all 
over a two-acre lot. A nd there are pars­ 
nips, carrots, beets, turnips, and all the 
other vegetables in great piles. I a the dairy 
departm ent there are enormously large 
cheeses and small, round cheeses, and rolls,

Of m ill products there was n complete 
and full exhibit. 
The Buckeye Mills, 
located at M arysville, w hich have a good 
nam e all over the world where good Hour 
is appreciated, had a tine show in this line. 
Of orchard ami vineyard products there 
are piles of rich-looking apples, pears, 
peaches, plums, apricots, nectarines and 
quinces. Títere are oranges, lemons and 
limes, pomegranates and olives, and a 
full line of small fruits. 
There are long 
tables loaded with all kinds of table, wine, 
raisin and seedless grapes. 
There are 
pyram ids of fruit in glass jars, preserved 
fruits, jam s and jellies, all put up by the 
good housewives. 
Dried fruits are in 
abundance and of all kinds. The products 
of the nut-bearing trees of all varieties are 
in large quantity and of tlie best quality.

them . T he specimens of district-made 
harness and saddlery are num erous and 
highly creditable. The list of these me­ 
chanical products is too long even for m en­ 
tion, and it is sufficient to say that they 
were a credit in quantity and quality to any 
country.

THE ADMIRATION OE ALL. 
The blankets are as fine as ever came from 
the loom, and the flannels are of every 
grade. There are also fine samples of cassi- 
merc3 and tweeds on exhibition. These 
m ills arc an im portant factor in this part of 
the State. They represent $209,000 capital 
employ over Í0O artisans, use 1,009,000 
pounds of wool annually, and disburse 
$90,000 for labor each year. 
In the ladies’ departm ent there is an al­ 
most endless display. There is a bewilder­ 
ing exhibit ol m illinery goods that leaves a 
m an in doubt where nature ends and the 
work of the artist begins. 
In embroider­ 
ies, needle and fancy work, one-half of this 
great liali is taken up. The exhibits of 
photographs, paintings, 
pen-work 
and 
crayons is large, and to a laym an artistic. 
There are large displays of paintings on 
canvas, velvet, satin, glass, porcelain, tin, 
stone and paper. The painting on porce 
lain attracted especial attention for its 
beauty of design and finish. In the stuck 
departm ents the entries and exhibits are 
larger than ever before here, and it is be­ 
lieved larger than ever before in northern 
California. The horse parade was especially 
admired, and included thoroughbred trot­ 
ting and draft horses. 
THE CATTLE SHOW 
Included Durham s, 
Devons, Herefords 
Polled-Angus, 
Holsteins, 
Jerseys 
and 
Ayrshires, and they were of the pure 
bloods and tlie best specimens of the pure 
bloods. 
The show of sheep, swine and 
poultry was large and fine. 
T he speed contests had full fields of 
starters, and tlie sport was good. The at 
tendance was large at both the Park and 
Pavilion. 
It is the universal verdict that 
the fair Is a great success, and that too 
m uch credit lor this success cannot be 
given to the officers of the Association, 
l i n n . Clias. F. Reed delivered the annual 
address, which was listened to by several 
hundred people, and was exceedingly able 
and instructive. 
In conclusion it may be proper to say, 
these exhibts represent a country which 
the Indians occupied little more than a 
quarter of a century ago, and that all this 
developm ent has taken place in that short 
time. 
It points to the fact that these two 
counties have entered upon a race of prog­ 
ress that will m ake them the foremost on 
the Pacific coast. 
Here in the midst of 
this development are cheap lands for the 
hoir e-seeker,(where just as beautiful homes 
as these exhibitors now have can be crcaled 
by the new-comer.

HEREAS, TH E LEGISLATURE OF TH E 
State o f C alifornia, at its Tw enty-sixth 
Session, beginning on the fifth day of January, 
A. D. eighteen h u n d red and eighty-uve, two- 
thirda of all th e m em bers elected to each o f the 
two Houses of said Legislature voting in favor 
thereof, proposed th e following am endm ent of 
Sections One, E ight, Ten an d L leven o f A rticle 
T hirteen, of th e C onstitution of th e State of 
C alifornia: 


AM ENDM ENT N U M BER O N E . 


S ectio n 1. .\11 property in tho State, except 
railroads, not exem pt u n d er the law s of th e 
U nited States, shall be tax ed in proportion to its 
value, to be ascertained as provided by law. 
The w ord propeity. us used in th is article and 
section, is hereby declared to include m oneys, 
credits, bonds, stocks, dues, franchises and all 
other m atters and things, real, personal anil 
m ixed, capable of private ow nership; provided, 
th at grow ing crops, property used exclusively 
for public schools, an d such as m ay belong to 
the U nited States, th is State, or any county or 
m unicipal corporation w ith in this State, shall 
be exem pt from taxation. Growing vines and 
fruit trees shall be deem ed to be and shall be 
assessed and tax ed as a p art o f th e realty; and, 
provided further, th at railroads shall be taxed as 
provided in Section Ten ot this article; and, 
provided further, th a t the Legislature m ay pro­ 
vide for th e exem ption from taxation of snips 
and vessels ow ned aud registered or enrolled in 
th is btate, or m ay tax such ships and vessels on 
th eir gross or net earnings, in lieu oí an ad val­ 
orem tax. The Legislature m ay also provide, 
except in case o f credits secured by m ortgage 
or trust deed, for a deduction from credits of 
debts due to bona fide residents ^f th is Stale. 
Double taxation iu any fonn is prohibited. 


S ec. 8. T he Legislature shall, by law , require 
each tax p ay er in this State to m ake an d deliver 
to th e County Assessor, annually, a statem ent 
u n d er oath, setting forth specifically all prop­ 
erty, real and personal, except railroad property, 
os defined in Section Ten of th is article, ow ned 
oy such taxpayer, or in his possession or u nder 
his control, at tw elve o’clock m eridian on th e 
first M onday in M arch. 


Sec. 10. All property, except railroad prop­ 
erty, as hereinafter provided, shall be assessed 
in the county, city, city and county, tow n, tow n­ 
ship, or district in w hich it is situated, in the 
m anner provided by law. Every corporation 
and person ow ning or operating a railroad, or 
any portion thereof, in th is State, shall, ou or 
before the first day of July of each year, pay to 
the State T reasurer an an n u al tax of two and 
a h alf per cent upon the gross earnings, earned 
w ithin th is State, o f such railroad, for th e year 
ending upon the thirty-first day o f D ecem ber 
nex t preceding, w hich tax shall be in lieu of 
all other State and county taxes upon th e fran ­ 
chise, business, right of w ay, roadw ay, roadbed, 
rails, rolling stock, fences, stations an d th eir 
appurtenances, and upon ferryboats, w hen op­ 
erated as a part of such railroad, a n a upon th e 
shares of the capital stock, and upon th e m ort­ 
gage», deeds of trust, contracts or other obliga­ 
tion bv w hich a debt is secured upon such prop­ 
erty. All other property belonging to such cor­ 
poration or person snail be assessed and tax^d 
as other property is assessed and taxed. The 
gross an n u al earnings earned durin g the year 
ending on the thirty-first day ot D ecem ber last 
preceding, of all railroads, shall be, annually, 
before the first day of May thereafter, ascertained 
and declared by the State Board of Equalization, 
u nder such rules and regulations as m ay be pre­ 
scribed by said Board; provided, how ever, th a t 
th e Legislature m ay at any tim e pass laws p re­ 
scribing said rules and regulations. In all cases 
w here railroads are situated partly w ithin this 
State and partly w ithout th is State, the gro«s aa- 
nual earnings thereof sh all be ascertained and 
determ ined oy ta k in g : 


First- The gross earnings w hich, d u rin g th e 
year last preceding, have been earned w holly 
w ith in this State. 


Second—The gross earnings w hich, durin g th e 
same year, have been earned partly w ith in this 
H ate and partly w ithout th is state, w hich shall 
be ascertained by apportioning such earnings 
betw een this State a u d o th er Stares ot0 T errito­ 
ries, in tb e proportion w hich th e nu m b er of 
m iles of such railroad situated in th is State, and 
used la m aking such earnings, l>ears to*4he 
w hole num ber of m iles thereof, by th e use of 
w hich such earnings have been made. T he pro­ 
portion of interstate earnings th u s ascerTained 


shall be added to the earnings m ade w holly 
w ithin th e State, an d the total th u s o b ta in e d 
shall be taken an d deem ed to be th e gross earn ­ 
ings of such railroads for all purposes o f assess­ 
m ent an d taxation. 
For every purpose oí this 
section, except for the purpose o f ascertaining 
th e proportion of interstate earnings to be a d d ea 
to the earnings m ade w holly w ith in this State, 
all railroads operated as one sys’em sh all be 
treated as one road. O ne-third of th e tax paid 
by corporations or persons ow ning o r operating 
railroads u nder th e provisions or th is section 
shall becom e part o f th e G eneral F u n d o f th is 
State, and tw o th ir Is th ereo f sh all be paid to 
th e county or counties in w hich said raUroad is 
situated, in proportion to th e length of th e rail­ 
road operated in the several counties. F or th e 
purposes o f this section a consolidated city a u d 
county shall be treated as a couuty. 
Any corpo­ 
ration, association, partnership, person or p er­ 
sons, unlaw fully failing or refusing to pay th e 
tax herein provided, w hen the sam e snail be­ 
come due. or w ithin th irty days thereafter, sh all 
be deem ed to have w aived th eir rig h t to operate 
th tir railroads w ithin th is State. T he taxes 
herein provided for, together w ith such penalties 
as th e l egislature m ay im pose for th e non-pay­ 
m ent thereof, shall be a lien upon th e property 
hereinbefore in this section designated, an d m ay 
be enforced in such m an n er as the L egislature 
m ay by law prescribe. All railroads, so far a« 
th e sam e are situated w ithin the boundaries of 
any com m on school district, sh all be subject to 
an ad valorem tax for school purposes voted by 
th e electors ot th e district, at a special election 
held for th a t purpose, th e sam e as o th er prop­ 
erty situated w ithin the district, an y th in g in 
this article to th e contrary notw ith stan d in g . 
And all railroads, as far as th ey are situated 
w ithin the boundaries of an y incorporated city 
or tow n, shall be subject to an ad valorem tax 
for m unicipal purposes the sam e as o th er prop­ 
erty situated th erein , an y th in g in th is article to 
the contrary notw ithstanding. 


Sec. 11. Incom e taxes m ay be assessed a n d 
collected from persons, corporations, joint stock 
associations or com panies, resident or doing 
business in th is State, o r any one o r inore of 
them , in such cases and am ounts a n d in such 
m anner as sh all be prescribed by law . No C ourt 
w ithin th is State sh all hav e pow er, by in ju n c­ 
tion or otherw ise, to interfere w ith, h in d e r or 
delay the collection of any ta x laid u n d er th e 
form of law , except upon a show ing th a t th e 
sam e property has been tax ed m ore th an once 
for the sam e purpose in th e is m e year, and th e n 
on I? upon paym ent to th e T ax Collector, or in to 
Court, oí a sum equal to th e am ount of one of 
th e taxes so laid upon th e property in question; 
provided, th at in ail casts actions m ay be m ain ­ 
tained against th e T ax C ollect r to recover il­ 
legal taxes paid u n d er protest. All such actions 
m ust be com m enced w ith in th irty days after 
such illegal taxes have been paid. I t shall be 
the duty of th e Courts in w hich such actions 
m ay be brought, to try them , upon the request 
of eith er p aity , in advance of all o th er civil ac­ 
tions, a n d such taxes so paid u n d er protest sh all 
be retained by the Tax Collector, o r such o th er 
officer as th e L egislature m ay designate, u n til 
such actions shall hav e been finally decided. 


SCHEDULE. 


N othing in th is am endm ent shall affect any 
assessm ent or tax heretofore m ade or levied, or 
Interest thereon, or any penalty heretofore in ­ 
curred, o r any action or rig h t o f action on ac- 
ccount of any such assessm ent, tax, in terest or 
penalty; and all law s in force at th e adop'ion of 
th is am endm ent, not inconsistent th erew ith , 
shall rem ain in lull force and effect u n til altered 
o r repealed by th e Legiclature. T he first levy 
a n a paym ent of taxes against railroad property 
hereunder, shall be m ade in th e y e ar eighteen 
h u n d red an d eighty-six, an d shall be upon th e 
gross earnings, to be ascertained as herein pro­ 
vided, for th e en tire year of eighteen h u n d red 
an d eighty-five. T axation for th e fiscal year 
ending Ju n e th irtieth , eighteen hundred an d 
eighty five, is not affected by th is am endm ent. 


Now, T h e r e f o r e , pursuant to the provisions 
of the Constitution and an Act of the Legisla­ 
ture, entitled “ An Act to Provide for the Sub­ 
mission of Proposed Amendments to tbe Con­ 
stitution of the State of California to the Quali­ 
fied Electors lor their Approval, approved 
Ma^ph 7th, A. D. 1883,” the said amendment is 
submitted to be voted upon, by ballot, by the 
qualified electors of the 3t ate on

The amendment is deslsmated “ Amendmet 
Number One.” and the e a i.l o t s used at sue 
election must contain the word3, “ FOR THJ 
AMENDMENT Number One," and the wordi 
“ AGAINST THE AMENDMENT Number One, 
written or printed thereon.
